ORGANIZATION National Office of CPUSA maintained on third 
floor of 23 West 26th Street, New York City, a building also 
occupied by New York State CP and "The Worker". ROBERT THOMPSON, 
at meeting of District Committee of Southern California CP 
District, held 8/3-4/62, in Los Angeles, said fresh potential 
exists as result of emergence from factional sim and dissension 
of past several years, and urged accent on achievements. 
National Executive Committee of CP met 9/27 to 10/2/62, at 
National Office in New York, GUSHALL reporting that policies 
have generally been sound -since 17th National Convention in 
19,59* but there is still need to clarify trade union policy 
and role of left organizations, that CP is still most influential 
left organisation in United States, it is united, membership is 
increasing, and interest in it is growing.

MEMBERSHIP At meeting of Southern* Calif ornia District CP 
Committee on 8/3-4/62, ROBERT THOMPSON stated Party building 
and recruiting is decisive, and rejected idea "this is not 
the time to. recruit" , revealing that in some areas, recruiting 
is already under way. He urged concentration on youth, 
Mexican- Americans, Negroes and trade unionists. 

FUNDS Informant has given opinion padding of figures in 
"The Worker" fund drive is done to cover receipt of funds 
from sources kept secret. Another informant has noted 
receipts for money received by CP often list source only 
as "Contribution." "The Worker", 9/2/62, claimed total 
receipts of $89,042.70 in drive for $120,000.00. 

SECURITY MEASURES Instructions to be issued that one who has 
left CP arid attempts to return will have difficulty, as every 
minute of his life since leaving will be examined. Person who 
recommends such applicant will be scrutinized and held 
responsible. Everyone rejoining is to be suspect as result 
of appearance as witnesses before SACB of persons who had 
rejoined. 

FACTIONALISM BENJAMIN J. DAVIS has not acknowledged past 
errors and nas begun to hold self as equal of GUS HALL. 

INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS GUS HALL, at enlarged meeting of CP 
National and District leadership, on 6/22-24/62, mentioned 
that his pamphlet, "End the Cold War," had set out key 
propositions, among these that cold war has been costly 
failure bringing misery to American people, and policies of 
that war must be scrapped. At meeting of CP leadership on 
9/19/62, JAMES JACKSON reported on Cuban situation, claiming 
it has grown wors'e and many acts of provocation being carried 
out by United States. JACKSON said Party has not been on top 
of situation.

POLITICAL ACTIVITIES Draft copy of 1962 Election Platform 
of CPUSA, forwarded to its Districts on 7/26/62, calls for " 
end of cold war, anti- depress ion program of spending $50 
billion for government public works and peace economy program, 
taxation according to ability to pay and public ownership 
with democratic controls and union rights, a national youth 
act, rights for Negro people, security for small farmers and 
restoration of constitutional civil liberties. BENJAMIN J. 
DAVIS has stated CP is campaigning for independent people's, 
party, but it is difficult to organize because of anti- 
Communism and laws in most states, 

DOMESTIC ADMINISTRATION ISSUES In press releases dated 7/10/62, 
GUS HALL asserted program to protect people from "our worst 
depression" was urgent, such program to require United States 
end testing of nuclear weapons, initiate total disarmament and 
bring back military personnel, and in second release, HALL assertec 
bomb testing in outer space was "criminal", and every force for 
peace is responsible for saving humanity from destruction, 

NEGRO, QUESTION CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, at staff meeting of CP of 
Illinois, on 7/9/62, reported on recent meeting of National 
Negro Commission in New York City, noting essence of latter 
meeting was to project program to end JIM CROW, .mainly a 
struggle against "tokenism". Limited progress in this is 
attributed to international situation. At meeting of CP officials 
in Los Angeles, on 8/2/62, LIGHTFOOT said Negro movement has been 
weakened by -"go it alone" concept in not seeking allies from 
labor movement' and white community, arid success of movement 
depends 1 on national and international situation such as 
existence of strong Soviet Union and colonial liberation 
movements. 

YOUTH MATTERS National Youth Comm ission met 7 /15/62, in Brooklyn, 
New York, and heard main report by | | calling for such 



advances as Party assignment of forces to mass youth organizations 
as YMCA ! s and church groups, concentration on working class

communities and shops or factories, where numbers of youth, are 
employed, and programs for "teaching, skills, job training_and 
placement. Resolution passed at meeting calling for state or 
district and national representatives to deal with industrial 
youth work. 

NATIONAL GROUPS JACK STACHEL, on 8/9/62, spoke on necessity of 
maintaining ' and strengthening meeting' of "editors of our 
language press", and they must not stop "talking" against 
McCarran and Smith Acts, and "our"'. press must be in vanguard 
of "this fight. He also suggested different attitude toward 
Yugoslavia as 'it is' accepted as member of Socialist Camp today. 

PAMPHLETS AND PUBLICATIONS . LOUIS WEINSTOCK announced in 
"The Worker", 8/5/62, as returning as its General Manager, 
replacing JAMES LUSTIG. Informant, has reported LUSTIG discharged 
for criticism of format .and quality of paper, this being felt to 
be attack on 'democratic centralism of Party. "The Worker"., 
7/17/62, carried announcement of new series of paperbacks by 
International Publishers,, called New World Books. 

EDUCATION CP sponsored school held in Chicago, 8/31 through 
9/7/62, for college students who had indicated real interest in 
CP, but small registration, approximately 1 9 caused it to be held 
in homes of various persons. 

PUBLIC APPEARANCES OF PARTY LEADERS WILLIAM WEINSTONE reported 
to leadership meeting on 9/5/62, on speaking engagements filled by 
Party leaders at colleges, these numbering about 50. Invitations ] 
obtained from student groups, colleges and through arrangements 
by Party lecture bureau, and topics generally used were 
Communist' Philosophy and Policy, the "McCarran Act and the 
Peace Issue..

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NATIONAL OFFICE 03? THE COMMUNIST PARTY. (CP, USA): 

The CP, USA has continued to maintain its national 
office on the third floor of the premises at 23 West 26th 
Street, New York City during the period from July 1, 1962 
to September 30, 1962. 

NY Tt40, July 1, 1962 to 
September 30, 1962' 

The three-story building at 23 West 26th Street is 
occupied by the CP, USA as well as' the New York State CP and 
"The Worker." The CP, USA has its national office on 'the 
third floor of this building. A penthouse in the building 
provides space Which is utilized as an office by GUS HALLi 
The third floor itself consists of .a large room at the front--- 
end of the. building. This room provides space for meetings 
by smaller groups of the leadership of the Party. Beyond 
this, to the rear of the floor, is a reception room in which 
is located a telephone; «, switchboard., and a desk, used by 
a. receptionist. Further to the rear is space divided by par- 
titions' and used -as offices by various of the leadership. ' 

The second floor of the building is similarly 
equipped for use by the officials of the New York State CP. 
The large room to the front of' this floor is occupied by some 
of the staff of "The Worker." This publication also uses 
the. main floor and the basement;.. 

Printing of "The Worker" is performed by an inde- 
pendent printing company. 

NY T-34 on September '28, 1962 
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The national office of the CP, USA is listed in. the 
Manhattan Telephone Directory , the number being given as 
MU 5-5755. 

On the outside of this building a sign is main- 
tained by "The Worker" indicating its occupancy of the premis- 
ses.. "The Worker" also maintains bulletin boards on the 
outside of the building on which are printed pages of current 
issues of the paper. On the steps of the building "The 
Worker" keeps a stand with current issues of "The Worker", 
passersby being, invited by a sign to take a copy free. 

Status of Prosecution under the Internal Security Act of 1950: 

The CP, USA has been indicted for failure to regis- 
ter as a Communist organization pursuant to an'order issued by- 
the Subversive Activities Control Board (SACB), and GUS HALL 
and BENJAMIN J. DAVIS, as officers of the Party, have been 
indicted for failure to register the Party as required by 
the provisions of that Act. No dates for .-trials have been 
set . 

The Attorney General of the United States has filed 
petitions with the SACB for orders requiring the registration' 
of certain individuals as members of the Party pursuant to 
the provisions- of that Act. The Board has conducted hear- 
ings on these petitions on WILLIAM ALBERTS ON and on MIRIAM 
FRIEDLANDER. in Washington,,- and on ARNOLD JOHNSON, on "WILLIAM R. 
PATTERSON, on BETTY GANNETT TORMEY, and on LOUIS WEINSTOCK 
in New York. The hearings on the petitions in the cases of 
DOROTHY HEALEY of Los Angeles, ALBERT J. LIMA and ROSGOE 
PROCTOR of San Francisco, and BERT NELSON of Seattle, have 
not as yet been scheduled. Decisions on the cases already 
heard have not as yet been announced. 
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Activities of the CP, USA Leadership; 

On July 19* 1962 a meeting of individuals in the 
Party's leadership was held at the headquarters 'of the CPj 
and at this meeting GUS HALL noted that a strike- against 
certain New York hospitals was in progress . He observed 
in this connection that the success or failure of a party 
is determined "by whether or not it is able to take advantage 
of historical forces as they occur. He saw in this strike 
an indication of dimensions.' 1 of the trade union movement in 
New York and said that the participants' in the strike were 
to be the future leaders of the labor movement. He urged 
that the leadership of the New York District of the -CP 
assess the. strike and said that if they were not careful the 
trade union movement would change while the- Party would, not. 

Next, HALL spoke of. a need to increase circulation 
of "The Worker" and noted that while it was well to speak 
of the content of the paper, it would mean nothing unless 
the circulation was increased. 

JAMES JACKSON, with reference to the Negro -American 
Labor- Council, said that it has isolated- itself" * from the 
main trend of the labor movement. He urged that the Party 
•develop a left trend in the labor movement and claimed that 
the Negro worker is a part of this movement. 

In comment on electoral activity generally, PHIL 
BART said that leftist forces were participating in that 
activity and noted that there were' a number of parties in 
the country that deserve watching by the Party/ and he 
noted that while the leftist movement is small, political 
developments could hot be reckoned only in a numerical ' 
sense . 

JACK .STACHEL said that in many areas the Party is 
paralyzed and that they underestimate the influence that 
can. be exerted' on politics by an independent movement. 

NY T-3 on July 18, 1962 
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At a meeting attended by a number of the Party- 
leadership, held on July 25, 1962,- DANIEL RUBIN reported 
on youth, saying that he would discuss the crisis in the 
relationship among youth organizations because of the im- 
portance of those involved. He expressed the opinion that . 
a number of such organizations are heading for a break' with 
cold war policies and a number of youths feel that they 
should not be associated with adult organizations. The 
cause of their break with cold war policies is because 
their thinking is more advanced. 

GUS HALL said that it is necessary for the Party's 
leadership to understand this step as it is a reflection of 
what is happening among the new generation and shows that 
they approach problems differently, not being weighed down 
by the years of the cold war, as is the adult generation. 

WILLIAM WEINSTONE saw as a positive feature a lessen- 
ing of anti -Communist tension and an attempt to work with 
the Party. He felt that an article should be written re- 
stating the position of the CP. 

BENJAMIN DAVIS said that in his opinion many Negro 
groups are not only willing to listen to the Party but also 
work with it. DAVIS referred to the arrest of the Reverend 
MARTIN LUTHER KING in Albany, Georgia and drew a conclusion 
from this that a high degree of independence has been shown 
by the Negro movement, that movement in the South perhaps 
the most independent of all. He explained that another con- 
clusion could be drawn up showing the necessity for Negro - 
white unity.- 

NY T-3 on July 25, 1962 

On July 30, 1962 a number of the Party '-s leadership 
met at the CP national office and there BENJAMIN J. DAVIS 
urged that the Party come up. with something on the arrest 
of the Reverend MARTIN LUTHER KING and other Negroes in 
Albany, Georgia. 
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JAMES JACKSON said- that there had been no national 
response to the action and he thought that a half -hour work 
stoppage would be "dramatic" and suggested that something 
he worked out with labor leaders . He said that "The Worker" 
of that week would editorialize the situation. 

JACK STACHEL urged that every political candidate 
be called upon to intervene with the Pres^en.ij,i and .he thought 
it would be helpful if the New York area could prevail upon 
thirty or forty Congressmen to send telegrams. 

NY T-3 on July 30, 1962 

On August 1, 1962 a group of the Party's leader- 
ship met at the national office, and BENJAMIN J. DAVIS men- 
tioned the activities at Albany, Georgia, asserting that Ameri- 
can democracy was on trial there , and if the struggle was 
lost demoralization would follow, along with a pattern of 
suppression of the Negro people. 

JACK STACHEL spoke on the new Spanish-language 
newspaper "La Nueva voz," saying that the paper was ex- 
pected to cost eighteen thousand dollars a year, with an ex- 
pected, income of five thousand dollars. He noted that they 
were not in a very secure position because of a deficit of 
twelve hundred to thirteen hundred dollars a month. STACHEL 
said that it would.be necessary to have, people in every. dis- 
trict raise the money. He admitted, that this paper has pro- 
vided totally inadequate coverage of the Cuban Revolution and 
said this ^ould be rectified because of the paper's aim at 
Spanish-speaking people. 

NY T-4l oh August 1, 1962 

A meeting of the District Committee of the southern 
California District of the CP was held on August 3 and on 
August 4, 1962 in Los Angeles. 
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ROBERT THOMPSON was a speaker at this meeting 
and ,at the session held on August 4> 1962, THOMPSON said 
that a freshpotential exists for the CP as a result of its 
emergence from the factionalism and dissension with which 
it has been beset for the past several years. He noted 
that in connection with this potential a problem is. a need 
to develop a new approach to differences jon* policy questions. 
He stressed the need to develop an atmosphere conducive to 
the expression of differences , ■ but he said that this is 
difficult because of the existence of scars created during 
the period of strife. These scars , he asserted, brought about' 
a lack of creativity in theory and in the form of struggle 
and organization, and this has to be" changed. He urged the 
encouragement "of internal debate. He also saw a need to 
boost morale in the Party and confidence in its leadership. 
He urged an accent on the positive achievements of the Party, 
giving as examples the Party's struggle in the face of decisions 
of the Supreme Court on the Internal Security; Act, the initia- 
tive of the CP in pinpointing ■ emergence of the ultra -right 
and its dangers the leadership in analyzing the economic * 
problems in the United States arising from the cold war poli- 
cies and program, and the growing influence of the Party as 
wall as the CP efforts to develop I. the alliance between trade 
unions and the Negro movement. 

NY T-10 on August 1, 1962 

A meeting of the members of the Party ! s leadership 
was held at the Party's headquarters on August 9* 1962, with 
IRVING POTASH, PHIL BART, and BENJAMIN J. DAVIS reporting 
on their trips to the Middle W^st, DAVIS noting that he was 
reporting only on the stee^l industry. In this 

industry,, : he said^the main problem is that of automation. 
He said the workers do not favor a shorter work week and do. 
not feel it would be of benefit unless national in scope. 
DAVIS said that security is a big problem to Negroes, Mexi- 
cans, and Puerto Ricans since these people, particularly 
Negroes, have been in 'the^ industry only, sines the end' of V 
World War II. 

NY T-3 on August 9, 1962 
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On August ll and. on August 12, 1962 members of the 
Party's National Committee from the Mid-West held a meeting 
under the name of the GUS HALL - BENJAMIN DAVIS Defense Com- 
mittee in Chicago , Illinois. 

The session on August ll> 1962 opened on the after- 
noon of that day with CARL WINTER announcing that the session 
would be devoted entirely to reports of electoral activities 
in connection with the fall elections. He said individual 
reports were to be given by representatives of the different 
Mid-West districts. He added that if time permitted, there 
would be a discussion of the magazine, "Labor Today." The 
session on the following day would be devoted to a discussion 
of the effect of the Internal Security Act on the CP. 

Following various reports on electoral activities, 
CARL WINTER began a discussion on "Labor Today." He said 
that unsolicited notes had been received by the magazine 
from trade union leaders expressing praise WINTER pointed 
out that the magazine would publish any articles submitted 
by trade union leaders, but every article would be published 
with the name of its writer.. 

At the session on August 12, 1962 WINTER gave a 
report on the need for the GUS HALL - BENJAMIN DAVIS Defense 
Committee. In a critical way he discussed the lack of ac- 
tivity • on behalf of this Committee on the part of the dis- 
tricts report^ at the meeting. He pointed out that while a 
request had been made for financial assistance from all dis- 
tricts to the amount of $100,000.00, only a small amount had 
been realized. He emphasized that much more had to be raised 
for the Committee and said that more attacks against the 
Party could be expected at any time. He charged that the 
Government, is making its attack against the CP and against 
civil liberties by its use of the Internal Security Act . 
The problem, he said, is not only protecting the Party but 
protecting civil liberties as well . WINTER noted that 
the Committee had been set up for a" specific purpose even 
though similar' committees exist. This had been done because 
such organizations had not taken up the defense of the CP 
and its leaders. 

W T-36 on August 11, 1962 
and on August 13, 1962 
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On August 12 , 1962 a meeting of a steering com- 
mittee of the Mid-West members of the CP National Committee 
was held in Chicago, Illinois. It was agreed that this 
steering committee would meet on September 21, 1962. in 
Cleveland > Ohio to plan future activity. The future meet- 
ing would take up the problem of reaching, a definite de- 
cision on scheduling a meeting of the Mid-West representa- 
tives of the National Committee in October, 1962. Also to 
be discussed would be the possibility of holding a two -part- 
meeting on the subject of CP work in connection .with the 
automobile industry. If it were-" 1 decided to hold such a meet- 
ing on activity in this industry, a decision would then be 
made as to when and where to hold it as well as the auspices 
under which it would be held. The meeting would be held 
in two parts ; the first part providing an opportunity for 
the appearance of top leaders of the Party, and the second 
part would be a .meeting of rank and file Party members who. 
would be given the decisions made by the leadership. 

NY T-36 on August 13. 1962 

On August 15, 1962 a meeting took place of the 
leadership of the CP at the Party's national office. On 
this occasion GEORGE MORRIS reported on the economy, claim- 
ing it was falling again. He also said that the rift be- 
tween the administration and labor had not narrowed and 
that the unemployment rate .was exceeding 5 per cent. The 
only answer, he claimed, is a shorter work week. 

JACK STACHEL commended this report and observed 
that the Party mstb 'Play a role in trying to settle disputes 
and act on the legislative and economic fronts. 

DANIEL. RUBIN stressed a need for publications for 
youth and stated that- the Government must accept responsi- 
bility for this. 

BENJAMIN J. DAVIS discussed the arrangement by which 
the American Telephone and Telegraph Company (AT&T) launched 
its Telstar into space with the assistance of the Government. 
He saw in this eff ect oh control -of ; outer space several 
problems. He said that these would be that other 
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countries will have to conaent to. the place of such satel- 
lites in the space above those .countries, if the satellites 
are those of private enterprise . Sedond, other corpora- 
tions will asif the same arrangement obtained by AT&T. Third, 
such big corporations controlling satellites will be able' 
to provoke war or greatly affect the foreign policy of 
this country. This will tend to sharpen international 
tension . 

NY T-3 on August 15, 1962 

A meeting of the Party leadership was held on Au- 
gust 29, 1962 at the Party's headquarters, and BETTY GANNETT 
TORMEY reported on anti -Party organization, her material 
being obtained mainly from .--i articles in the July - August, 
1962^issue of "Progressive Labor." She noted that oh 
July 1, 1962, what was called a progressive labor confer- 
ence, was held, being attended by fifty people, and a num- 
ber of decisions were made there. She said that they had 
recently learned of one decision about two weeks before, 
this being the decision to publish a MARXIST - LENINIST 
-quarterly. She said that the people at the conference had 
assumed the duties of preparing a revolutionary program of 
MARXIST - LENINIST matter and developing a cadre to further it. 

In the course of the discussion following, this re- 
port, BENJAMIN J. DAVIS said that he was not treating such 
people as equals ahd was for exposing them. He urged that 
they face the fact that those people had been expelled from 
the Party and that their publications have an anti -Party 
character. An article would be written on them, mostly 
being an expose. 

WILLIAM WEINSTONE said that those people must be 
indicted for dogmatism arid sectarianism, and members of the 
CP must be warned. 

JAMES JACKSON reported on the Cuban situation, and 
WEINSTONE endorsed this report, calling for more support 
for Cuba. He urged sending a telegram "to the President &&dr 
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arid contacting peace groups to see what they could do. 
WEINSTONE said that the CP needs wide support . 

PEEL BART pointed out that the United Nations was 
to open its session in three weeks , and he suggested con- 
tact with the representatives who had spoken last year to 
see if they would do so again on the topic of the United 
States policy toward Cuba. 

NY T-3on August 29, 1962 

At a meeting of the Party leadership on Septem- 
ber 5, 1962 at its headquarters , WILLIAM WEINSTONE reported 
on speaking engagements at various colleges that had been 
filled by Party speakers. He noted that this had involved 
about fifty colleges and that attendance' had generally been 
from several hundred to thousands of people , and there was 
considerable attendant publicity in local newspapers , in 
college papers i and on the radio and television. 

NY T-3 on September 5, 1962 

On September 12, 1962 a meeting of the Party lead- 
ership took place at the Party's national office, and PRANCES 
GABOW reported on the fifth annual Bucks County {Pennsylvania) 
Peace Pair. She said that the fair had begun five years be- 
fore with the idea of getting together ali peace-loving 
people and all those interested in the struggle for peace. 
She reported that the district CP had agreed to participate, 
but not in the -party name, However, in the future they might 
be able to dp so. She also criticized the lack of coverage 
of the fair ' afforded by "The Worker . " 

ROBERT THOMPSON reported on his extended tour of 
the West Coast. He said that he had found that the Party 
does have an accepted policy and tactical line, and that 
line is cohesive in the youth, Negro, trade union, and po- 
litical fields. He said that there seems to be considerable 
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confidence in the line of the Party, but there is growing 
impatience with the caliber of leadership given by the 
national office to the lower members in all fields of ac- 
tivity. THOMPSON said that in Southern California there 
is a higher level of Party organization than in any other 
district. There is a- relatively strong and well -organized 
section within the main Negro committee and in the organ- 
ised trade union section." 

THOMPSON went on to say that in California there 
is lacking a real working-class organization. One reason 
for this is the presence of a large petty bourgeois population 
There is a relatively large tr.ade union membership, but aa . j_ n 
other parts of the country, the members-. are not active 

in their unions. He also noted that in both the Northern 
and Southern . California districts, there is an at- 

titude of opposition among Party leaders, and this shows up 
in the work. THOMPSON said the national office has to foster 
resolutions of these disputes on. the basis of the line of the 
Party . 

THOMPSON said that the Party organization in Cali- 
fornia will require a different caliber of people than in 
earlier days, and the national office should adapt itself to 
■this. He said that it means a number of changes in 

forms of work and in relationship to the districts. He said 
that the national office has to find "bridges" for the small 
number of Party members and other active forces, particularly 
in the labor movement. He urged greater precision in Party 
work . 

ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN, in the course of a dis- 
cussion, expressed her agreement for the need of close 
ties between the West Coast and the national office. How- 
ever, she does agree with THOMPSON'S statement of the situa- 
tion in California. She said the're- is complete isola- 
tion from the trade unions . She noted too that she learned 
'that there were certain ideological differences between the 
two California districts. 

GUS HALL stated that he was especially interested 
in the ideological problems of Southern California, saying 
there has been a continuance of political and ideological 
differences with Party policies as far as DOROTHY HEALEY is 
concerned. However, he expressed belief that HE&&EY 1 s ' 
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differences are not as sharp as previously. He noted that she 
had taken a completely negative attitude toward the drive to 
recruit youth and had opposed it openly. He said that he was 
happy to hear that she had changed. 

HALL went on to say that there seemed to be a cer- 
tain resistance to fight for the line of the Party. He 
thought they should abandon any idea thatHE/SLSY or the lead- 
ership in the Southern California district should be driven 
out but rather that they should be saved. Their position, 
he said > was one of fighting any factionalism's had been 
-stated: by THOMPSON. 

NY T-3 on September 12, 1962 

On September 19* 1962 a number of the Party leaders 
met vat the national office, and LOUIS WEINSTOCK reported on 
the plans for eventual reorganization of "The Worker. 11 He 
•stated that ifhere was a need for a national conference on 
"The Worker 11 to select national and local advisory councils. 
At the present time, he said, the circulation picture was 

very bleak and pointed out that there, has been no increase 
in circulation of either the Sunday or the mid-week edition 
of the paper. He pointed out that seventy thousand dollars 
was needed to continue publication between October 1, 1962 
and January 1, 1963. He noted the planning of some functions 
to raise money but stressed the need for a special drive in 
October and in November to raise additional funds. 

WILLIAM ALBERT SON. reported Vff the result W the pri- 
mary elections in New York State. He said that it was his 
opinion that the CP should attempt to make every effort to 
force candidates to speak out on the* £>eace question. 

BENJAMIN J. DAVIS deplored the fact that there 
were no peace candidates . He blamed this on an insufficient 
fight for an independent position and independent political 
linet;:.,;-; : . He believed that this was a struggle that should 
take place within the framework of the Party. 
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WILLIAM PATTERSON expressed agreement with some of 
the remarks made by DAVIS but took exception to the criti- 
cism, claiming that DAVIS had not participated in the cam- 
paign. PATTERSON blamed the weakness of the Party's elec- 
tion policy on its failure to strengthen the coalition 
forces. 

ROBERT THOMPSON commented that the CP should not 
engage in debate over the candidates in the coming election, 
but concentrate on peace. 

JAMES JACKSON reported on the Cuban situation, 
seeing grave dangers in it and asserting that many acts 
of provocation are being carried out by the United States. 

NY T-3 on September 19, 1962 
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On September 24, 1962, a meeting of CP 
leadership was held at the party's national office. 

CUS HALL observed that it would be helpful _ 
to engage in a self critical discussion. He, claimed 
that since the 17th National Convention in December,, 
1959, there has been a softening up of ideology and 
the caliber of the cadre. He went on to say "I think, 
we should be very critical of our role in the stru- 
ggle for the party and the revolution. " He let it'. 
be understood that he was ; not happy with the ideological 
and political line of the CP. 

JAMES JACKSON attributed the ineffectiveness 
of the party in playing its part in the world events 
to the impoverished organizational state of the CP 
brought about by attacks, of the government. He said 
these attacks over so many years have created a wall . 
of inertia around the party and a bid for a large 
influx of members cannot be made. He went on that 
the party must find ways to inspire these members to 
find "an alternative to every locked door. " If the 
party cannot see recruiting five- thousand members in 
. 1963.,. then it should aspire to bringing the message 
of the leadership to ten to twenty thousand people 
through "the paper." He urged a daily paper with 
such contents that it would become a voice of the 
party leadership., providing a beacon on key issues 
of the day for the masses of the people. . . - 

JACKSON • went, oh tp say that the party? $ 
membership does not get proper direction, in that they 
are not trained or accustomed to finding directives" 
in "the paper. " The party, he "said, has in the Vnitefl 
States more or less historically' used the devices of . 
mimeographed letters and communications to those leii? 
■ders,ahd members and tjas noj|. utilized the .|>re.sa.. He' 
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said the paper should be a blackboard oh which 
the party writes its message to the country and 
the working class masses. 

DOROTHY HEALEY was critical of the 
.party line, citing as an example the inability 
to present to the membership a labor resolution 
that reflects the complexity of the problem. 
HEALEY thought that socialists "had been more 
Skillful than the party in literature dealing 
with the ' ultra right . 

BENJAMIN J. DAVIS observed that the CP 
has riot developed a concrete program for fighting 
the ultra right and he said he failed to see why 
they could not advance a law in this country to 
prevent "fascist groups" from operating. He 
expressed his pride in the party's fight against 
the Internal Security Act, claiming that It has 
added to the prestige and vitality of the party.

September 24, 1962) 

On September 27, 1962, another meeting 
of the party leadership was held at CP Headquarters. 

ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN .expressed the be- 
lief that attendance at certain meetings .should be 
limited to members, of the National .Executive 
Committee. She thought if this was done, advances 
could be worked out because when those not as 
familiar with problems as they are are invited, a 
false impression of differences might be obtained. 
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This, she said, is a. deterrent tp* frank and free 
discussion. She said they need very comradely dis- 
cussions with "no holds barred." 

BENJAMIN J.. DAVIS agreed, saying that 
they had not been able to say things at past' 
meetings because -of the audience. 

Further on in the course of this meeting, 
ROBERT THOMPSON said that if the national center 
could plan and mount a campaign that appeared 
realistic to the districts on the issue of the 
shorter workweek, that would do more to re-estab- 
lish the prestige of the party 's .leadership in 
the eyes of the party than almost :any other thing 
they could do. He went on to say that if they 
could get down to the matter of the kind of 
literature .needed on that question and made their 
literature indispensable for anyone wanting an 
understanding of the issue > then they will have- 
made progress. THOMPSON also said that one of the 
center's problems at the moment is that when GUS 
HALL was .not in the center, there are ho meaningful 
decisions made. He. conceded that HA.LL "does have 
an indispensible Contribution to make" in the direc- 
tion of helping to create an atmosphere conducive 
to a genuine collective leadership with HALL in the 
center. 

PLYNN said "there is a great deal of 
wisdom" in What THOMPSON was saying and that all 
present appreciated the necessity and wisdom of 
building collective leadership- around HALL, but 
that what THOMPSON was saying was also true in 
that HALL could not do everything and there has to 
be a collective to take over. She expressed the 
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hope that they could take It up in a National Board 
meeting to. resolve some of the weaknesses in the 
center . She further said that they should resolve to 
take it up as. one of the first items to be handled 
.after the forthcoming conference xvas over. 

IRVING POTASH, noted there, was talk" about 
campaigns and said thejr were leaving out of account 
the fact that during the recent period , the CP has 
faced its most devastating attack, 'HALL, he said, 
had seized the initiative of mobilizing, the entire 
party in a national fight for survival- HALL had 
developed a campaign and played a vital role against 
this attack and it had extraordinary results na- 
tionally and awakened millions of people in this 
country. He agreed that many of the ideas and much 
of the criticism offered by THOMPSON were valuable , 
useful, and correct, but appeared to be predicated 
upon the idea that a new discovery had been made as 
of September, 1962. POTASH said he thought THOMPSON 
was -wrong.. 

FLYNN said that she did not like to call 
POTASH out of order, but Us discussion was appro t 
priate for a previous meeting, but not for this one, 
with which POTASH disagreed * 

HALL advised them not to develop a habit 
of discussing himself differently from others. He 
denied being touchy ; however, he admitted that he 
.blows up, but was not so touchy that it is necessary 
to handle him in a different way*

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PHiL. BART disclosed that a meeting of 
the NEC of the CP was to be held in September, 1962., 
The majority in the party's national office thought 
that meeting- should, be held the latter part of the 
month although HALL believed such meetings should 
be held shortly after Labor Day. Late September 
was favored because of the primary elections scheduled 
for that month. These elections are to be a topic 
on the agenda of the NEC meeting. With the primary 
results known, a more exact election program could 
be formulated.

On September 14, 1962,. GUS HALL met 
several of the leadership of the CP of Illinois 
in Chicago. This meeting, HALL noted, was to be 
an informal exchange of views as to matters he 
hoped to raise at the impending NEC meeting. 

HALL told this group that his report to 
the NEC would deal, with party work as of this time. 
He expressed his belief that the party's tactical 
line was: correct. His belief, he said, ' eras borne 
out by a recent article by KHRUSHCHEV in the "World 
Marxist Review J' as well as by KHRUSHCHEV'S speech 
to the World Congress for General Disarmament and 
Peace, held in Moscow in July, 1962.. He was also 
of the belief that KHRUSHCHEV' s article and state- 
ment also verified the position on the KENNEDY Ad- 
ministration taken by the CP, USA. 

HALL went on that despite favorable cir- 
cumstances, the CP has not taken advantage of the 
objective situation. Because of factionalism, it 
has been and still is dangerous to examine the party, 
but this must be done. HALL said he wanted' to 
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examine the initiative of the party leadership, 
both ideologically and politically. With reference 
to militancy, he said that its mere existence is 
not enough, saying that as an example, the movement 
of the Negro people exhibits militancy, but this- 
does not establish that those people have a Marxist 
ideology 

Next, HALL noted that the party has a 
number of people doing mass work today, .but all 
such work is done individually and the party does 
not work in an organized way.- He said that when 
the party liquidated all of its left organizations 
and trade union organizations, it lost its grasp 
on mass organizations, as well as its ability to 
become more militant. 

HALL also noted that in recent discussions 
in New York on the role of the party, .he had been 
distressed to hear ROBERT THOMPSON on one occasion 
attempt to minimize the role of the working, class 
today o He said they must adhere to the idea "the 
working class is a grave digger of capitalism" and 
represents the most important force in society today . 

HALL stated that at the forthcoming NEC 
meeting, there was to be a- detailed discussion on 
building the party ideologically and .politically * 
If leaders were found to, waver politically or 
ideologically or found, unwilling to- make sacrifices, 
they iTOuld be removed, 

HALL noted too at this Chicago meeting that 
he had not- given up the idea of moving national 
headquarters, to that city. Although this was not 
to be done either now or in the immediate future, it 
would be considered again in a few years . HALL in- 
dicated he might make some positive suggestion with 
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respect to moving some of the national ■ 
leadership to Chicago in the near future.,,

A meeting of the NEC of the CP was 
scheduled for September 27, 1962, in New York 
City, with the following, agenda : ■ 

1. A main report by GUS HALL dealing 
with the party on the aspect of its connection with 
the current situation in' the US. 

2. A report by BENJAMIN J. DAVIS on the 
Struggle in the South. 

3. A report by ARNOLD JOHNSON on the 
coming national elections. 

4. A report by PHIL BART on organizational 

matters. 

In connection with this meeting, it was 
HALL'S opinion that its purpose could be accomplished 
in three to four days,, but no time limit was set and 
it was not intended that the proceedings would be 
rushed .

The NEC meeting noted above was held at 
the National Office of the CP, USA, in New York 
from September 27, through October 2, 1962, with no 
session being held, on September 30, 1962. The 
opening session heard a report about three hours long 
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by GUS HALL on the situation of the CP today. The 
last session heard a summary lasting 1 one and a half 
hours of all of the proceedings made by GUS HALL. 

, In addition to the above, IRVING POTASH 
made an extensive report ori trade union, activity^ 
ARNOLD JOHNSON reported on peace j and JOHN PITTMAN 
submitted a two hour report on his stay' in the ■ 
USSR. 

A report on the Negro question was 
eliminated from the agenda.

There follows a summary of the report by 
GUS HALL, based on an outline made in the course 
of the session at which the report was given:. 

The situation in Mississippi exemplifies 
a crisis in democracy and government in proportions 
not seen since the Civil War. The situation repre- 
* sents an open attack on all democratic institutions 
and represents a test of all democratic alliances, 
as well, -as the Democratic Party. The CP opposes the 
criminal conspiracy of the Dixiecrats and military 
reactionaries. The CP supports every effort to pro- 
tect democracy and civil rights and calls upon the 
administration to rally all democratic forces against 
reaction . 



The United States continues to flounder because 
of the continuation of its cold war policies. The trade 
deficit and run on gold reserves could be reversed by 
withdrawal of military aid abroad. Deficit spending' 
builds up contradictions in the economy. The support 
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of the common market entangles the- United States in 
worldwide capitalist contradictions. 

The peripd .since the 17th National Con- 
vention of the CP in 1959 has been spent in analysis 
of the new epochs the formulation of the party line., 
combating internal disruption, and conducting de- 
fense of the party. Party policies have generally 
been sound and the 17th Convention correctly assessed 
the new epoch - the decline of the world position 
of United States imperialism, the new role of the 
Negro liberation struggle, the importance of working 
class unity i the significance of struggle for party 
legality , the growth of the peace movements and 
attention to the youth movement. There is still need 
to clarify trade union policy and the role of left 
organizations* 

The recent developments in Cuba have con- 
firmed the bellicose role of United States imperialism 
and the danger to world peace inherent in cold war- 
policyj however., imperialism stopped short of the 
brink of war as a result of the influence of world 
and domestic peace forces. This proves war is not 
inevitable, but peace requires a maximum effort. 

The peace, conferences 'have shown the impor- 
tance of the policy of the CP to work on all forces 
.for peace, regardless of other disagreements. 

The CP is still the most influential left 
organization in the United States* and is united, with 
a dedicated membership, recruiting of members is 
increasing and interest in the party is growing * The 
history of the CP, USA, needs to be written to provide 
lessons for the present. 
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The revisionists j, after the 17th Conven- 
tion, turned from revision to attacks and efforts 
to destroy the party by use of slander, threats, 
thefts, chauvinism, and especially, ant i -Soviet ism. 
At the time of the 17th Convention,, revisionism was 
overshadowed by opportunist, infantile petty 
bourgeois leftism as a danger to the party. What 
remained of this group after honest pro -party ele- 
ments broke away, quickly became thoroughly irre- 
sponsible and vicious. Both of these anti-party 
trends began by chipping away at party organiza- 
tion, but soon turned to open attacks to destroy 
the party. Both of these championed a right of 
dissent against democratic centralism - the right 
to pick and choose decisions to uphold - the right 
to mobilize lower organizations against the deci- 
sions of higher bodies. Some such attitude still 
exists in .some areas, even though unexpressed. 

Both the right and left must be guarded 
against and combated ideologically and it must be 
recognized that in the United States working class, 
the right will generally be the main danger. 

June, 1961, was pointed out as a time of 
another crisis in the party for then leftists 
connived to liquidate the party in the guise of 
meeting local attacks (June, 1961, was the month 
the united States Supreme Court upheld the order 
of the SACB to the CP to register under the 
Internal Security Act) . Meed for flexibility in 
organization (not that .too frequently distorted 
into liquidation) still exists, but effort must be 
made to continue to present open party spokesmen. 
As one such mass spokeman the party press must be 
utilized. Also, the essence of a party organization, 
whatever .. its form, must be preserved. 
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The national center lacks effectiveness 
as an. instrument of party organization. GOod de- 
cisions are not brought to execution and there is 
a failure to work in the ranks of the party to 
carry out decisions-. There needs to be a clearer 
division of responsibility for work and for regular 
reports. The maximum time of leaders and commissions 
should be among the ranks and leaders should spend a 
long time in areas of field work, In many districts 
the authority of leading committees ceased and clubs 
were left to drift, dues became optional, literature 
was ignored, and finances were neglected. 

The process of liquidation is not openly 
advocated today, but does proceed gradually by 
accomodation to difficulties. Risks and security 
are real problems , but must, be faced realistically. 
Left groups, as a substitute for the party, make 
the left itself too narrow. 

New developments in the trade union struggle 
challenge, the party's initiative. Examples of these 
are the cuts in relief and aid to dependent children, 
unemployment, tax cuts for consumers as an economic 
stimulant, this being a contribution to', the movement 
for disarmament and peace, and the struggle for ■ 
electoral reapportionment. 

Ideological questions requiring renewed 
educational.attention by the party are: white 
chauvinism, great power chauvinism, bourgeois 
nationalism, and anti-Semitism. 

Methods of leadership in the party to be 
overcome are: " bureaucracy, dissent from decisions, 
factional operations, and abstention from team work.

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At the October 1, 1962, session of this 
NEC meeting, IRVING POTASH made a report on trade 
union matters. He asserted that the party must 
not advocate, a negative policy toward the current 
leadership of trade unions in the United States. 
The party must not advocate the line that the lea- 
ders of labor are selling out the rank and file in 
their unions* The CP must not follow any rank and 
file movements or groups, within unions operating 
on the premise that "union leadership \ is no good," 

POTASH said that the CP approach should 
be positive, working with the rank and file of 
labor organizations without a negative anti-leadership 
point of view. 

The balance of the day was spent on dis- 
cussion of this trade union report and this dis- 
cussion continued during the morning session on 
October 2, 1962, Those present indicated a full 
agreement with the report and no divergent view-? 
point was presented,

He warned that, unless this 
was done, the party would compound its present problems 
and differences. He rejected the idea that "this is 
not the time to recruit" and revealed that in some 
areas, recruiting ig. already underway.

' ;At an enlarged meeting of the CP, USA National and 
District leadership and other invitees, held in New York 
City June 22-24, 1962, GUS HALL mentioned h;ls new pair^hlet, 
"End the Cold War". He commented in substance that the key 
propositions in the pamphlet are .as follows: 

1. Cold war designed to block progress ; 

2. Cold war has been a costly -f ailure whieh 
brought misery to the American people and an era in which 
the socialist and colonial world has emerged as. the dominant 
force j 

3. New stage of general crisis of capitalismj 

4. What is profitable for capitalism is hot 
necessarily profitable for the people, 

5. That -we now have reached a stage where qualitative 
changes will have to take place in United States foreign 
policy;. 

6. Cold war policies must be scrapped as detrimental 
to our nation and people,, We must show the need for a change 
in direction j 

7. • Cold war has led to a decline of United States 
position in the socialist and colonial world and its relation- 
ship even to capitalist countries 

8. One tacticajlqtiestion emerged; namely, our 
attitude to the Kennedy Administration. No change is 1 needed 
except the sharpening up and exposure of ' war-like moves. 
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" // 
Several events have occurred since ray report was 
made which should be looked at and studied closely. 

1. The unusual behavior of the stock market ; 

2. The two attempts at nuclear explosions in 
outer space, both failures; 

3. President on his knees begging forgiveness 
from Wall Street for his indiscretion in steel 1 

4. The action of the Attorney General's order on 
the ten cited under the Mc Carran Act; 

5. The President's signing of the amendment on 
the Smith Act is significant ; 

6. The United States invasion of Thailand and settle- 
ment in Laos; 

7. Primary election results in several states. 

The invasion of Thailand and attempts at atomic 
explosions in outer space is carrying us close to the brink 
and brands this administration as- aggressive. These attempts 
though failures, are criminal and lawless just the same. They 
are playing with life itself. If an explosion takes place it 
can affect humanity. All scientists are against it but they 
are ignored by the Kennedy Administration. Now, we not only 
have the question of nuclear war by accident and planes loaded 
with nuclear warheads flying' around the clock, year round, 
subs loaded with A-bombs prowling the seas, rocket ramps loaded 
and ready, but we have irresponsible aggression by the Kennedy 
Administration. This must be emphasized so that we can expose 
these moves* We must, become more effective on exposing the 
present nuclear tests and cry about detection. Not a single 
competent scientist sits on the President's committee, " 

On disarmament the United States did not even present 
a plan for disarmament, only an outline draft.. We must 
be more effective in exposing MS NAMARA's plan, on the use of

BEN DAVIS Expresses Views on 
Cuba, Latin America and the 
Soviet Union 



On August 30, 1962, BEN DAVIS was interviewed by 
an unidentified male believed to be a .newspaper reporter. 
When asked about Cuba,- he replied substantially as follows: 
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I think American people want peaceful and .normal 
relations with the people of Cuba. I -"think they disapprove 
of the invasion of last April and the recent gangster-like 
attack on Havana by counter-revolutionary exiles. The people 
are generally misinformed of the great benefits the social.-, 
revolution has brought to the people of Cuba. One of the main 
reasons why this country, or rather the Kennedy Administration, 
broke off relations with Cuba is to keep the American people 
from learning the happy truth of the great benefits accrued 
by Cuban people in kicking out big interests of Wall Street,* 
Which robbed the Cuban people and kept them poor. 

DAVIS was asked about the Administration's policy 
in Latin America and he described it as obsolete and backward. 
He said that the Alliance for Progress is having tough 
sledding because it does not meet the needs of the Latin 
American people. H e claimed that the Alliance for Progress 
is designed to keep the economy of Latin American .countries 
in a backward state and in the hands of American monopolists. 
He said that- the Alliance for Progress is part of the 
Administration's cold war policy. According to DAVIS, the 
Administration, under the guise of fighting Communism, is 
trying to prevent Latin American countries from having 
self-determination and economic freedom. He said, "The trouble 
is that the Kennedy Administration does not realize that the 
Monroe Doctrine is dead. The time is past when American 
imperialism will be able to dominate the Latin American 
people 

\ When asked about the role of the Soviet Union in 
Latin America, DAVIS said that the Soviet Union wants- to .gfet 
rid of the cold war all over and substitute peaceful co-? 
existence and relations with all countries. He stated that 
with the initiative of the Soviet' Union, the United Nations 
went on record for general disarmament. DAVIS, commented, 
"The Soviet Union, in contrast to American imperialism, is 
doing everything possible to assist Cuba and other Latin 
American countries " 
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When asked about the differences apparently existing 
between the Soviet Union and Red China, DAVIS said that in his 
opinion the differences that exist between China and the other 
Socialist and Communist Parties of the world are in the pro- 
cess of being worked out and "the imperialist powers, including 
the United States, which are trying to exploit these differences, 
will be defeated'-'..

JAMES JACKSON Reports on 
Cuban Situation , 



At a meeting of leading CP functionaries held in 
CP Headquarters, New York City, on September 19, 1962, 
JAMES JACKSON reported on the Cuban situation. He said 
that the situation has grown worse "from day to day with an 
intensive attack being carried on in newspapers relative to 
Cuba. According to JACKSON, the Cuban situation, started in 
the Republican administration with economic sanctions against 
Cuba which were in turn stepped up by the present administra- 
tion. He said this has had an effect upon the economy of Cuba 
and has stimulated a new- quality and quantity of material 
aid from the Socialist countries. 

JACKSON said that the general feeling .among 
knowledgeable people in Washington, D.C. was that there 
was an acute danger of a frontal attack on Cuba by the 
United States. JACKSON claimed that the decisive factor 
in averting war was the information furnished by Ambassador 
THOMPSON to the President that import of the message from the 
Soviet Union on the question of- an attack on Cuba was not 
a diplomatic bluff.. He said that in addition there were 
other considerations such as a desire not to alienate the 
Latin American people, disrupt the Alliance for Progress or 
disrupt the North American Treaty Organization. JACKSON 
stated that the Cuban situation is pregnant with -grave 
dangers and many acts of provocation are being carried out 
by the United States. He claimed that the Party has not been 
on top of the Cuban situation and has not fully digested 
its importance.. 
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Following JACKSON 1 s comments, it was agreed that 
the Party must alert the peace forces to the importance 
of Cuba as well as Berlin. It was recommended that the Party 
issue a declaration or statement with reference to Cuba.

"Great Chinese people under leadership of 
Communist Party of China have scored massive advances ir 
short span of 13 yea£S of existence of People's Republic 
of China. Please accept our esteem and congratulations in 
name of progressive and peace-loving masses of our people 
on occasion of your national holiday. Progressive Americans 
persist in demanding the restoration of China to, her. lawful 
place in the United Nations, for an end to occupancy-of- 'China ! s 
off-shore territory and Taiwan, ; f or establishment of normal-"* 
relations between our two governments in the interest of peace, 
friendship and mutual economic advantage . " 

JAMES JACKSON Discussed Issues 
Confronting United Nations 

On September 19, 1962, JAMES JACKSON, a member of 
the National Committee (NC), Communist Party, United States 
of America (CPUSA) and editor of "The Worker", was the 
principal speaker at a meeting of the Greater New York Press 
Club. JACKSON reviewed the main issues confronting the 
United Nations (UN) . 
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Iv World Peace 

JACKSON pointed out that because of the collapse 
of negotiations at the disarmament conference in Geneva, 
this would be a primary issue in the UN. He congratulated, 
the members of the group who had picketed the UN, demanding * 
the end of the arms race and condemning the resumption of 
nuclear testing by the United States* He urged them to 
continue their picketing. 

II. United States Aggression Against Cuba 

According to JACKSON, Washington is engaged in cruel, 
ruthless plotting against the Cuban people. He claimed that 
those who. shelled Havana during the preceding week were backed 
by the Pentagon and the United States Navy. He alleged 
that the United States is making use of ex-Nazi SS troopers , 
guerillas from Algeria, and Cuban refugees, parachuting 
them into Cuba to 'burn sugar cane fields and otherwise 
sabotage the Cuban economy. 

Those present were urged to picket the UN and 
demand that the Cuban question be raised at the General 
Assembly. 

III. Admission of Communist China to the UN 

JACKSON stated that for years the United States 
has been able to keep Communist China out of the UN with the 
fiction that Nationalist China on the island of Formosa 
represented ' the people of China.' He claimed that new 
nations are not so willing to follow the United States lead, 
and the United States will not be able to block the debate 
this time and Communist China will replace Nationalist China. 

IV. International Trade Conference 

JACKSON noted the importance of a world trade 
conference to prevent discriminatory trade measures by 
Western powers against smaller nations and socialist 
countries. 

V. , Berlin 

According to JACKSON, later this year or early 
next year the UN will invite President KENNEDY and Premier 
KHRUCHSHEV to discuss the Berlin problem in the UN.

ARNOLD JOHNSON, by letter dated July 26, 1962, 
forwarded to the various CP Districts a draft copy of the 
1962. Election Platform of the CP, USA. 

This platform, in part> sets forth the following 
objectives of the CP, USA*. 

"I. . For Peace and Survival 

"End the cold war. Outlaw war as a means of 
settling international disputes. End the arms race and proceed 
by mutual agreements to total disarmament, halt nuclear weapons 
testing, abolish stockpiling and manufacture- of all weapons 
of mass destruction. 

"Establish normal diplomatic relations with China, 
Cuba, the German Democratic Republic, and with the 
socialist and all other countries on the basis of mutual 
respect, non-interference in the internal affairs and normal 
cultural and scientific exchange for the advancement of 
human progress. 

"Establish a program of world trade and economic! 
development which fully respects the sovereignty of nations, 
increases living and wage standards and encourages peace. 
For full participation in the United Nations and all other 
international institutions, agencies, and conferences 
which promote peace. 
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"II. Enact an Anti-Depression Erogram. * 
Curb Monopoly Power:. * 

" A. For a .f 50 billion annual government public 
works and peace economy program applying the funds of the 
arras and military aid budget to housing , schools, highways, 
hospitals, scientific and health projects, urban and rural 
needs, 

"Construct five million low rent, federal-financed 
housing ufsits per year to guarantee decent housing to all 
low income families without ,ahy racist, political or nationality 
discrimination-. For a four-year plan to eliminate 
all ghetto and slum living conditions in. the cities and 
countryside* 

"Resolve the Number One economic and social 
problem of our country — the South. Appropriate $5'- billion 
per year to guarantee economic progress of the people, 
without racist discrimination; eliminate all poverty 
conditions of living; guarantee union rights; establish full 
citizenship rights of Negro people to vote-, hold public 
office and participate fully in the democratic development 
of the South. 

"B. Establish the 30-hour week with increased 
weekly pay. Enact labor ! t* demand for the 35 -hour week 
without reduction in weekly pay as the immediate step and 
the 30 -hour week with increased pay within 2 years. 

"Increase the minimum wage to $2.50 per hour., 
Extend application of minimum wage law to cover all workers, 
including migrant farm labor, service, domestic and clerical 
workers. Apply the increases in three gteps with the 
$1.50 minimum immediately, the $2.00 at the end of one year 
and $ 2,50 within 2 years. 
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"Provide unemployment insurance at a minimum of $50. 
per week or at 75 per cent of the weekly wage for the total 
period of unemployment. 

"End discrimination against women workers in wages, 
fields and levels of employment. Provide day care centers 
for children and other .measures to permit women to 
participate freely in the economic and prlitical life of the 
country. Strengthen all legislation to protect the health 
and job status of Women workers during periods of pregnancy 
and maternity. 

"Provide old-age pe.nsions to all over 60 years of age at 
a minimum of $2 m per mdnth. Establish this minimum in .a^.1 
states and abolish pauper oath requirements. 

M Establish health, medical care, and hospitalization for 
all people with the King-Anderson bill as immediate step. 

"guarantee by 1^ and appropriations the decent living 
standard as the minimum stardard for' all people in all 
states, 

" C. Taxation According to Ability to Pay 

"Tax relief on all low incomes and steeply graduated tax ' 
increases on corporation '^profits and holdings, and on high 
personal incomes and holdings; eliminate all loopholes and 
fecial devices whereby corporations and the wealthy avoid tax 
payments . 

"Grant full tax exemption on individual incomes under 
$4,000 and on four-person family incomes under $7,500. 



"D. Public dwnership, with democratic controls and union rights, 
of public utilities, transportation,, atomic energy and 
industries which receive substantial government subsidies. 
Extend such ownership to other industries such as. coal and 
steel to meet public needs. 
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"Curb all monopoly power over prices, profits and the 
application of automation by public controls to protect the 
rights and economic heeds of the people.

lands; abolish all class, racist and political discrimination in 
all phases of education.

"End all forms and practices of racist and national 
discrimination against the Negro . people, the Puerto Ricans,

"Use the police power and the initiative of the Federal 
Government to punish all violations of Constitutional rights 
by .public officials, including those elected to federal 
and state officei or by other individuals, corporations, 
organizations or institutions. 

"Establish by Executive order of the President and the 
power of Federal courts, the immediate end to racist 
discrimination in all housing and in all levels of employment. 

"Guarantee full political equality in the right to vote 
and election to office, in employment at all levels of 
public service, in appointment of Negroes to all levels of. 
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the judiciary, as well as to commanding posts in the armed 
forces and other agencies of government, 

"Through a Second Emancipation Proclamation by the 
President, the full power' of the Federal Government must be 
used to establish full freedom of the Negro people in 1963* 
the centennial year of &he first such proclamation* 

"V, Security For Family-Size and Small Farme rs 

"Protect small farmers and the public against monopoly 
big business domination of 'American agriculture,. 

"Apply the. ant i~ trust laws against the big food companies, 
the meat packing, and food processing trusts to halt their rule 
over the small .farm, 

"A$ply minimum wage laws , guarantee union rights and healthy 
livilng conditions to migrant farm labor* Prosecute absentee 
land owners for violation and practices of serfdom* 

"Establish price support guarantees to working farmers 
on basis of 100$ of parity Abolish subsidy to plantation or 
gia&t farms when such subsidy adds to profit of absentee land^ 
lords * 

* "Grant federal subsidy to small farmers and aew 
farmers to guarantee modern machinery, f&ed and seed, and to 
keep abreast of modern production methods.

Committee, CP, USA, was held at Chicago, Illinois, on 
August il and 12, 1962, under the guise of a meeting of the 
GUS HALL •* BEN DAVIS Defss&e Committee. 

It was announced that one of the main points on the agenda 
would be the electoral campaign, with reports to be 
presented by each District represented. 

Concerning Pennsylvania, it was reported that the 
unemployment situation in Pennsylvania was causing some concern 
to the Democratic gubernatorial candidate, RICHARDSON DILWORTH. 
It. was pointed out that, a large number of wealthy corporations 
in Pennsylvania are influencing the Republican side of the 
political picture. As a result, labor has no place to go but 
back to DILWORTH. With regard to political groupings, labor 
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set up its own apparatus in order to provide leadership, 
but so far the labor committees now set up have had no 
outstanding results . 

The- second report related to the electoral situation 
in Ohio, particularly .Cleveland. It was reported that labor 
is organizing in connection with the coming campaign the type 
of organization which will not be temporary but is aimed at 
being ' permanent . Labor' is considering itself as operating 
to take over the government in Ohio. 

Concerning Cleveland, it .was noted that the Republican 
Party in the fast has put in independent people. Now the 
Republican Party is trying to do new things and is bringing; 
forth wealthy business men, who are dynamic yourig men, to 
run for political office. 

In Wisconsin, it was reported, the Democratic organization 
is not as highly developed as in Illinois and Ohio. The 
Republican Party is controlled lock, stock and barrel by the 
John Birch Society and the people endorsed for the November 
elections on the Republican ticket are approved by the John 
Birch Society. The democratic Party is working toward .control 
of the Legislature, but this does not mean that the Republicans 
have lost control by any means. 

In St. Louis, it was. stated, a successful nomination had 
been made of a Negro alderman, but he was defeated in the 
election proper. It was further reported that because of a 
changing 1 population setup in St. Louis proper, it may be 
possible in the future to elect some Negro Congressmen. 

It was reported that, in the State of Illinois there are no 
basic changes. cf forces in either major political party. 
Concerning the Senatorial election campaign between EVERETT 
DIRKS EN and Representative* SIDNEY YATES, it was stated this 
is one of the big elections in the country because DIRKSEN is a 
minority leader in the Senate and is considered a "Respectable 
Republican." 
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Concerning, the -political situation in Michigan-, it -was - 
reported that ' GEORGE ROlY|]03Y, Republicaicandidate for - - - 
Governor is a formidable candidate-, it was stated that the 
CP was interested in the candidacy of COLEMAN YOUNG, who 
ran for the Michigan State Legislature, YOUNG came within 
four votes of receiving second place which would have 
permitted him to run in the November election. YOUNG is 
currently asking for a recount, &nd the CP is interested 
in this and hopes he will be successful.

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DOMESTIC ADMINISTRATION ISSUES

In a press release dated July 10, 1962, the CP, USA 
provided a statement by GUS HALL in which he asserted a_ 
program to protect the people from the disaster of "our 
worst depression" was urgent. This was said to have been 
proposed recently to a national conference of the Hall-Davis 
Defense Committee in New York: City. 

This statement claimed that forty per cent of the 
people are living in poverty or deprivation, with over five 
million unemployed and millions working only part time, • 
The claim was also- made that the fight of the CP for 
Constitutional rights .of the American people was connected 
with the, right to' organize and to demand an answer' for the 
needs of the people. This was said to be a key reason for 
the fight against the McCarran Act and for the rights of 
Communis ts.. 

In the text of 'the released statement, the 
culprit- for the depression was alleged to be big business., 
It was said that any program to meet the current economic 
problems must constitute a reversal of monopoly dominated 
policies and that unions and mass organizations cannot put 
the. fate, of their people in the hands of those primarily 
serving big business. 

Thereafter, a detailed program for meeting the 
economic needs of the people- was set out; among these, 
a thirty-hour week with increased pay, public ownership 
with democratic control . and union rights in public 
utilities and industries, and a program of world trade and 
economic development fully respecting the .sovereignty of 
nations, and one which encourages peace * 

This anti -depression program was said to require 
that this country end the testing of nuclear weapons, 
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initiate a program for total disarmament and bring all -military 
personnel back to this country. 

In another press release also dated July 10, 1962, 
GUS HALL was said to have denounced bomb testing in outer 
space as "a most criminal .and lawless act." Further, 
that this action branded the KENNEDY Administration as 
"aggressive and irresponsible." 

In the text of this release, the statement by 
QXJS HALL is reported to say that the CP has warned against 
nuclear war, that war is unthinkable and obsolate as a way 
of resolving differences between countries. It was 
said that such a war could be, set off by accident, and 
it. was also suggested that the ultra-right in the United 
States or the Nazi revanchists in Western Germany might 
bring about such a war at the price tif national suicide.. 
Another source was suggested in- the "ruthless industrial 
and military top brass in our country." 

A show of destructive power was said to embolden 
the war mongers, and not only increases the danger of war, 
but provides a radar blackout and screen for further .acts of 
aggression and nuclear war. In conclusion, the statement 
asserts that every force for peace has a responsibility 
for mobilizing for pe;ace and saving' humanity from 
destruction.

Discussions have been held at the National Office 
of the CP on the status of the Citizens Committee for 
Constitutional Liberties (CCCL). The general belief is 
that the Committee has not developed as planned and failed 
to develop the breadth and scope that had been expected. 
This state of affairs is attributed to the unsatisfactory work 
on the part of MIRIAM. PRIEDLANDER, who, as head of the 
Committee, irritated a number of the Party 1 s leaders 
through her lack of cooperation and attitude. 
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Also involved in. the thinking of the leaders was the 
sympathy displayed by FRIEDLANDER toward the right-wing 
■faction of the Party. Resentment was felt that she has never 
displayed her rejection of such viewpoint. Therefore, 
consideration is being given to reducing the status 
of the CCCL from that of a national coordinating organization 
to a local committee. If this is done, the Hall-Davis Defense 
Committee would be developed to the status of national 
coordinating organization in the struggle against, the 
McCarran Act. This would also have- the effect of removing 
FRIEDLANDER from a position of importance.

A. National Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People (NAACff) Convention 

In June, 1962, the CP directed that OLIVER 
MARTIN and TED BASSETT from New York and LESTER DAVIS 
from Chicago were to constitute a Party Committee 
responsible for the conduct of CP activities at the 
NAACP Convention which was to be held in Atlanta, 
Georgia in July, 1962. DAVIS was to serve as Chairman 
of this committee and all CP members who were delegates 
or alternate delegates at the convention were to have 
been instructed by their CP Districts to make contact 
with LESTER DAVIS at the convention. 

The NAACP National Convention was held in 
Atlanta, Georgia during July, 1962. The first meeting 
of the NAACP Party Caucus attending the convention was 
held on July 3* 1962 and those in attendance were 
LESTER DAVIS, ALONZO GUYTON, TED BASSETT and ALVA 
BUXENBAUM. An effort was made to assess the strength 
of the CP at the convention and it was learned that a 
number of the key Party delegates, expected to attend, 
either did not attend, had not been located or were 
not able to attend. OLIVER MARTIN had been defeated 
for election as a delegate to the convention and it was 
announced at this meeting that LESTER DAVIS had been 
defeated for a position on the convention^ Resolutions 
Committee. This was regarded as a serious setback for 
the CP because it destroyed the only possible effective 
vehicle within which the Party could work to influence 
the policies of the convention. At this meeting, DAVIS 
outlined the program of the CP at the convention as 
being the following: 
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1. To work for a resolution calling for- a 
youth march.. 

2i To work for a resolution calling for ,a 
national observance of the Emancipation 
Proclamation . 

3. To work for a resolution calling for a 
presidential, emancipation proclamation 
to end Jim Crow in America. 

At this meeting, ALVA BUXENBAUM indicated that 
She had no status within the convention hut was there 
.representing the attitude of the Communist Youth 
Organization, the Progressive Youth Organizing Committee .and that 
she could and would attend; the youth meetings of the ' 
convention and make every "effort to establish contacts 
and relations which might make it possible to influence 
the course of the convention. 

TED BASSETT commented that this was the most 
poorly organized NAACP convention, from the Party's point 
of view but that the Party delegates would have to do the 
best they could.. 

LESTER DAVIS commented that the only possible 
action open to Party influence was that of introducing 
amendments to resolutions which would be brought forth 
by the Resolutions Committee. 

The second Party Caucus meeting was held on 
July 5, 1962. Those attending this meeting expressed 
their disappointment with the lack of Party forces and 
organization at the convention. It was brought out that 
none of the Party members had taken any action with 
regard to the resolution calling. "for NAACP observance 
of the Emancipation Proclamation . 
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At the close of the convention session on 
July 6, 1962, another CP meeting of the CP Caucus attending 
the convention was held and LESTER DAVIS acted as Chairman 
of the meeting. He noted that one of the most significant 
resolutions, at the convention was the an ti -Communist 
resolution. TED 3ASSETT agreed with this observation 
and said there was a lack of spirit to' fight this 
resolution . 

ALONZO GUYTON, who was present, in his summation 
of the convention, reiterated the fact that the Party 
failed to have Party forces organized and in attendance 
in- sufficient numbers at this convention . He expressed 
a hope that the Party attendance- at the next year's 
convention would be better organized, 

ALVA BUXENBAUM, who was present, stated that 
she felt the convention was frustrating for the youth. 
She stated that because of her lack of status within 
the NAACP, she was limited in the amount of effective 
work she could do,

On July 11 y 1962^ a meeting of leading CP 
functionaries was held at CP Headquarters, New York City 
at which TED BASSETT gave a .short report on his impression 
of the recent national convention of the NAACP . BASSETT 
said he attended as an .observer and that the most important 
development was that action was taken on the question of 
integration. He said that the convention went on record 
calling for the abolition of the House Committee on. Un- 
American Activities, also attacked the Eastland Committee 
but pushed the anti -Communist resolution. He said the 
convention also called for the removal of Southern 
representatives from the chairmanships of the House and 
Senate Committees.

On July 9, 1962, a staff meeting of the CP of 
Illinois was held in Chicago, Illinois at which CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT reported on a recent Rational Negro 
Commission (NNC) meeting held in New York City, LIGHTFOOT ! s 
report included the following: 

The essence of the NNC meeting was to project 
nationally a program to end Jim Crow. The main point 
of struggle outlined by the Party is the struggle against 
"tokenism". One reason for this limited progress is the . 
international situation. American imperialists have been 
compelled to grant concessions to the Negro movement and 
would be content to continue token integration. 

The Party, at the national meeting, indicated 
that a program to end Jim Crow must include the struggle 
against the policies of the cold war. The main struggle 
is around voter registration. The Administration is 
supporting the struggle in the South for the winning 
of votes and the registration of qualified Negro voters. 
If this drive is successful in registering two million 
voters in the South,, it could lay the "basis for the defeat 
of the Dixiecrats. However, "tokenism" will continue and 
it is imperative that the struggle against the cold war 
policies, be conducted simultaneously as a struggle for 
Negro rights. 

It is necessary to. determine why the Party has 
not made more progress . One reason for this is because 
the American labor movement has not joined this struggle. 
One of the keys to winning this struggle is the building 
of a strong labor movement in the South. The second is 
the organizing of the unorganized and thirdly, it is 
impossible for the Negro freedom movement to be successful 
without the support of allies. "Tokenism" will continue 
until there is a coalition of Negroes and whites to 
break the Dixiecrat hold .on the Administration. 
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There have been favorable decisions from the 
Judicial Branch of the Government on segregation and 
Jim Crow but no comparable action has been taken by the 
other two branches of government. If the Party is to 
succeed in the struggle for liberation , it needs at least 
two of the branches of government working to outlaw 
Jim Crow. The main attack of the Party should be leveled 
at the Legislative Branch but should still demand certain 
executive orders.

At a meeting of the CP staff of Illinois held 
in Chicago, Illinois on July 30, 1962, IRVING POTASH 
reported on some questions which he said are being 
discussed by the Party nationally. He said that the 
Party's position on the question of unemployment is 
that there is a need for "outside organization of the 
unemployed with the Party 1 s primary concentration on 
Negro workers and youth.

On August 2, 1962, at a meeting of CP officials 
in Los Angeles, California, CLAUDE LIGHTPOOT gave a report 
on the struggle for Negro rights. He announced that the 
report would cover two points 1 the 1 need to examine the 
character of the Negro liberation movement in the United 
States to put it in the correct perspective and the role 
of the CP in relation to the Negro movement. LIGHTPOOT, 
in his report, made the following comments: 

The Negro movement has been weakened by the 
concept of n gci it alone 11 without seeking allies, from the 
labor movement and the white community. The upsurge 
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of the "Negro movement is taking place at the time of a 
decline in the CP and this is a matter of real concern. 
They must prove that the CP is necessary to the Negro 
liberation, movement. The belief that "Negroes can l t add 
to the burden of being black., the burden of being red" must 
be rejected. After -nine years of struggle, the Negro 
movement has won only small concessions and the reason 
for this is the principle of "go it alone". 

The main problenv is that there is no clear 
understanding- of the road to freedom ;and the steps, 
necessary to achieve concessions and a solution to the 
problem. This is where the *£arty comes in. It is the 
responsibility of the Communists to help spell out 
strategy and tactics, to win full freedom for the Negro 
people. The CP must be built up as part of this struggle. 

The power of Negro action alone can win 
concessions but is not capable of finding a solution . 
The success of the movement depends on national and 
international situations such as the existence of a 
strong Soviet Union< and the colonial liberation, movements. 

There are problems developing, in the Negro - 
American Labor Council (NALC), If there is any effort 
to break up the NALC they must remain in both groups, 
the NALC and whatever new group is set up. The ties 
between the Party 1 s Negro Commission and Trade Union 
Commission should be strengthened* 

There is ap urgent need to build the Party by 
recruiting. They must stop downgrading the Party. 
Attacks against the Party have weakened the Negro 
struggle. • 

LIGHTFOOT, at the close of his^ report, urged 
abandoning the position that there is no* need for the 
Party because of the upsurge of the Negro people's 
movement. He urged -a,v: fight against white chauvinism 
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in the Party and proposed a recruiting drive as suggested 
by the National Committee to. recruit 50 Negroes in the 
coming period. 

ROBERT THOMPSON, who was present, also spoke 
and supplemented the remarks of LIGHTPOOT . He mentioned 
the need to fight against the Dixiecrats and urged, 
close ties between the Trade Union Commission and the 
Negro Commission in order to strengthen work in the 
struggle for Negro rights,

On August 17, 1962, CLAUDE LIGHTPOOT spoke at 
Chicago, Illinois on the rapid growth of the Muslim (N.Q.I.) 
movement in Negro life and the reasons why this movement 
has spread so rapidly in the Negro community . He urged 
Marxists to make use of statistical data available on 
such matters as the lack of desegregation in schools, 
the lack of integration in industry and the small number 
of Negro Americans in Congress. LIGHTPOOT made the 
following additional comments: 

Considerable work will have to be done on a 
local and national level to change the rate of progress 
and create some of the conditions to effect a change. 
This is the key factor by which comrades and friends can chal- 
le nge the Muslim movement. The CP and the Marxist forces 
in the United States, as weak as they are, can play a role 
to help bring about an understanding among the masses 
in order to lay the foundation for changing even the 
Muslim movement. The building of a broad Marxist trend 
in this country, including the CP, is necessary to erase 
the conditions out of which Muslims grow. America needs 
a CP and the Negro movement needs a CP. 
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After years of nothing but "tokenism", it is 
necessary to consider making changes and the key factor 
is the need for a stronger Marxist movement in the United 
States. The immediate goal is to rally the masses to defeat 
the "pro ultra right and their Dixiecrat counterparts" who 
run Congress. One item in obtaining this- goal is ail-out 
support for the Martin Luther King movement in the South 
and his drive to register Negro voters. The two key 
tasks to take action on in the coming period are*, to 
get Negroes on the voting rolls and to organize the 
unorganized workers in the South. These are positive 
ways in which "we" can meet the problem of the Muslims..

At a meeting of leading CP functionaries at 
CP Headquarters, New York City, on July 25 > 1962, BENJAMIN 
DAVIS commented on the activities of the Reverend MARTIN 
LUTHER KING in the South in attempting to secure rights • 
for Negroes. DAVIS said that, in his opinion, KING has 
grown in stature and, of -all groups led by Negroes in 
this country, the>.King group is the most advanced. He 
said that they, therefore, should draw> all the conclusions 
from this in developing, the greatest amount of support 
for the movement in the North as well as in. the South.

3he source furnished a document on September 6, 19§2 
which had been prepared by Negro CP members in the Northern 
California area and which was being distributed in that area. 
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This document states in summary: 

It is the considered . opinion in that area that 
bold new program tactics and theoretical considerations 
must be developed on the Negro question in the coming 
period if the CP is* to contribute materially to the 
struggle for Negro liberation. The CP must develop and 
promulgate a Marxist program which may prove helpful and 
stimulating to leaders in the Negro movement and through 
which every CP member may understand the full significance 
of the Negro movement and make the greatest possible 
contribution 

The- resolution of the 17th National Convention,. 
CP, USA, pointed out that the Negro question is a national 
question. The CP cannot wait for another convention to 
supplement this resolution and to draft a specific- concrete: 
program. An immediate program should include nation-wide 
mass pressure by Negroes, by civil rights -minded whites 
and labor for federally protected voter registration and 
voting in the Southern states. However 3 any program will 
be ineffective if it is' not put into effect or if the 
attempt by the Party to do so is limited to work by a 
handful of members interested in the Negro Question.. 

With regard to the Muslim movement, the CP 
must see this movement as a reaction on" the part of 
young Negro militants to the lack of militancy of the 
Negro movement and must gain insJgfrt into the principal 
question which sets the Muslims apart. The CP must . 
understand why the Muslim movement is characterized as 
devisive and diversionary. The CP must distinguish 
between separatism and racism, between, the attitudes- 
of those who strongly reject and those who accept the 
^Muslim idea. 
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The program of the CP has certain weaknesses 
in that the CP tends to follow the mainstream of the 
liberation movement, no real mobilization of CP forces 
has resulted since the adoption of the program and there, 
has been no visible response to the CP program among the 
working-class Negro population. 

The notion of the "completion of the bourgeois- 
democratic revolution" should be reanalyzed to determine , 
the extent to which it is appropriate to the current 
situation. Two CP conventions have characterized the 
Negro question as the central domestic issue but, 
organizationally,, the CP has not acted accordingly.

5, contains an article "Communists Urge Action" in which 
it is stated that GUS HALL, BENJAMIN J. DAVIS and JAMES. E. 
JACKSON sent a telegram to the President on the refusal 
of Governor ROSS BARNETT to admit JAMES MEREDITH to the 
University of Missis^pi. In this telegram, they urged 
the indictment and prosecution of Governor BARNETT, and 
Senator EASTLAND as an accomplice, the outlawing of the 
White Citizens Councils and the Ku Klux Klan.,- the 
admission of MEREDITH to the University of Mississippi 
and the use of armed constitutional authority to restore 
law and order in Mississippi.

It further states 
decisive action on the part of the President is past 
due and that continued appeasement of the. White Citizens 
.Councils is a betrayal of the Constitution and a violation 
.of his oath of office. 

"The Worker" of August 5, 1962, page .1,, contains 
a reprint of a telegram which JAMES JACKSON, editor of 
"The Worker" sent to President KENNEDY the week before 
concerning the racial situation in Georgia. In this 
telegram, JACKSON states that the Attorney General has 
failed to take action to secure the liberties and protect 
the lives of Georgia's Negroes and that the President 
himself has done nothing on behalf of the Negroes of the 
deep South. JACKSON called on the President' to; 

1. Send United States Marshals to Albany,. 
Georgia and surrounding counties. 

2. Enact an appropriate Executive Order 
nullifying the segregation and discrimination system. 
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3. Appoint court referees to insure the right 
of Negroes to register to vote. 

4. Immediately release Reverend MARTIN LUTHER 
iKING and all victims of segregation. 

The midweek edition of "The Worker", July 31, 
1962, page 4, contains a reprint of a statement issued 
by the CP on racial conditions in Albany, Georgia. This 
statement comments in part as follows: 

The struggles of Negroes in Albany, Georgia 
to obtain their constitutional rights are being met by 
a "reign of terror" organized by the Dixiecrats and the 
Ku Klux Klan, from the Governor to the local chief of 
police. The Constitution has been, defied by the state 
and city governments which are acting as agencies of the 
White Citizens Councils. The responsibility for this 
must be placed on the President and the Attorney General 
who have failed to uphold constitutional rights in Albany, 
to act against the responsible officials and to guarantee 
to the Negro people protection ■ from violence and the 
free exercise of their rights under the Constitution. 

President KENNEDY pursued the policy of appeasing 
the Dixiecrats and white supremacists in appointing Judge 
ELLIOT to the Federal Bench. In addition the Attorney 
General has brought only ineffectual legal actions which 
avoid the central issue, the "criminal activities" of 
Georgia's state and local officials in denying Constitutional 
rights to half of a city. President KENNEDY has consistently 
appeased the Dixiecrats, the white supremacists and White 
Citizens councils. 

Demands should be made to the President and the 
Attorney General to end the violence against the Negro 
people in Albany, to prosecute the Georgia officials and 
organizations violating the Constitution, to release 
all Albany political prisoners, to enforce the 13th, 14th 
and 15th Amendments in Albany and the South, to have the 
President issue an Executive Order against discrimination 
and segregation in housing and to have him issue an 
Executive Order, effective as of the 100th anniversary 
of. the Emancipation Proclamation, banning all Jim Crow 
discrimination and segregation. 
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An editorial on page 4 of this issue criticizes 
the Attorney General for a speech he made in Los Angeles , 
California praising the Administration's achievements 
in reducing job discrimination against Negroes but in 
which he said nothing about conditions in Albany, Georgia, 
It states that the Attorney General is guilty of "shameless 
faicery, double-talk and inactivity' 1 when it comes to 
exercising the powers of his office to. enforce constitutional 
rights, civil rights^ laws and federal court orders. 

it states that it is up to labor and. white 
Americans to unite with Negroes in Georgia to compel 
the President and the Attorney General to act to secure 
the rights and liberties of Negroes in Georgia and the 
South . It calls upon friends of the Negroes fighting 
for freedom in the South to assist them with rallies, 
picket-lines, resolutions, delegations , telegrams and petitions 
and the raising of money to defray the cost of the struggle.

The Summer, 1962 issue of !, Freedomways n is 
self-described as a. Quarterly Review of the Negro 
Freedom Movement published by Freedomways Associates, 
Incorporated, 799 Broadway, New York City, This issue, 
which contains 125 pages, is devoted, in the main, to 
articles concerned with the economic status of Negroes 
in the United -States, 

A source furnished information reflecting that 
the Managing Editor of "Freedomways", in July, 1962, 
advised a contributor to the Summer, 1962 issue of the 
magazine in Atlanta, Georgia that they are particularly 
concerned about increasing circulation of the magazine 
in the Southern states and among the youth. The Managing 
Editor of the publication said that their readers were 
growing rapidly in Northern urban areas but that gi.owth 
has been slow in the South.

Meeting of Communist party (CP) 
Functionaries 



On July 25, 1962, a meeting of leading CP 
functionaries was held at CP headquarters, New York, New 
York. DANIEL RUBIN was the first speaker and gave a report 
on youth which dealt with the crisis of relations between 
youth organizations. RUBIN discussed the youth organization 
known as Students for Democratic Society (SDS), noting 
that thpugh' this organization is not a national organization, it 
has/s^ength in New York, Michigan, and Ohio with some 
strength in Connecticut. He described the SDS as a growing 
organization and one which is very influential in student 
political activities throughout the country. Many of the 
new people, the new left, have grown out of activities and 
struggles of this organization. They consist of some from 
the Socialist Party organization, a number who used to be 
in the Labor Youth League and those who. moved away from 
the Party to the right. RUBIN said that the whole direction 
of the SDS movement has been to become more and more active 
and to move away from anti -Communist views toward Socialist 
countries. As an example, RUBIN noted that at the recent 
SDS convention, a political document was adopted which was 
to be a rounded out approach to all questions or a sort of 
SDS philosophy of life and its outlook. This document 
was non- critical of the Soviet Union, but very critical 
©f United States policy. 

RUBIN commented further that in his opinion a 
number of youth organizations are headed for a break with 
the Cold War policy, as well as a break In the peace 
organizations as regards youth and adults. He said the 
feeling of a number of youths are that they should not be 
associated with adult organizations because of their break 
with the Cold War policy and because their thinking is more 
advanced . 
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RUBIN in concluding stated that he had had a two 
hour discussion with leaders of the National Student 
Association in. Philadelphia. He said the response was very 
good and it was a fine discussion. '

On September 11, 1962, a meeting of leading 
CP functionaries was held at CP headquarters, New York, 
New York, to discuss youth matters. At this meeting 
reports were delivered on the World Congress For General 
Disarmament And Peace, Moscow, Russia, July 9-14, 1962, ' 
and the Eighth World Youth Festival, at Helsinki, Finland, 
July 28-August 6, 1962. At the conelusion of the discussion 
following these reports GUS HALL commented that it was 
valuable to have the reports to lay a basis for further 
discussion and assessment by the different Party commissions.. 
HALL said that the "Comrades" and non^ -Communists who have 
worked on this deserve not only the praise of the Party, 
but the Progressive- Movement as well. RUBIN at this meetings 
dismissed the National Student Association (NSA) conference 
held in Columbus, Ohio, August 19-31, 1962. He described 
the NSA as the most encompassing student organization in 
the United States and reviewed the highlights of NSA growth 
from its founding in 1948. RUBIN said the far right attacks 
the NSA as being unrepresentative of the student bod? > hut 
that the real reasons for these attacks is to either 
eliminate the NSA or to force different policies upon the 
NSA. 

RUBIN said that for the first time in NSA history 
the Communist viewpoint was officially represented by himself. 
He said that he attended the convention as the. editor of 
a Communist newspaper, "The Communist Viewpoint" and spoke 
With several hundred student leaders and rank and file 
delegates. All of these treated him with courtesy and 
interest. Most of them expressed their concern over 
supression of the Communists . Some even said- that, they 
were glad thai? a Communist was present as the presence' 
of a Communist produced healthy controversy. RUBIN 
remarked that he distributed between 5,000 and 7,000 
pieces of literature at the convention..

On July 15, 1962, the National Youth Commission 
of the CP, USA met in Brooklyn, New York. This meeting 
was opened by MARVIN MARKMIN who delivered a report 
concerning the SDS. He discussed the recent manifesto 
issued by the SDS which fixed the major blame for the Cold 
War upon the United States. MARKMAN added he had recently 
had a discussion With the cha^an of the SDS about this 
organization becoming an independent "Left" group to 
attempt to lead the peace movement among students. 

TJie main report at this meeting was delivered

conelufled by stating that the demand in the 
shop should concern an apprenticeship program*, equal pay for 
equal work, a sports program, and a union youth committee. 
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DANIEL RUBIN'S comments at this meeting, concerned 
the Party's place among young workers. He stated it was 
small and on the fringe of basic industry.with the situation 
in Chicago being the most promising, followed by Philadelphia 
and New York. RUBIN suggested there should be sit-in 
demonstrations in_unemployne&i offices and marches of the 
unemployed ' in such cities as Seattle, San Francisco, 
Chicago, Detroit, and New York. 

IRVING POTASH then made the following recommendations: 

1. The Party must . stimulate the trade 
unions to take up youth - problems. 

2. Literature must be prepared for distribution 
in such places as unemployment offices. 

3. A survey must be taken by the Party youth 
to ascertain union membership and who is available to 
organize campaigns in different shops. The Party youth 
should organize unions - as a means of entering trade union 
leadership .

The 
second called for the appointment of a CP member in each 
state or district as well as a national representative 
to deal with industrial youth work.

A meeting of a number of the Party's leadership 
at its national office on September 5, 19(52, heard a 
report by WILLIAM WEINSTONE on speaking engagements, 
filled by Party leaders at various colleges, WEINSTONE 
saying these numbered about 50, and the attendance ranging 
from several hundreds to thousands * Among, the large 
colleges, reached were Minnesota, Oregon,. Chicago^ Stanford, 
Wisconsin, Cornell, Harvard and Washington. Speakers at 
colleges included GUS HALL, PHIL BART, BENJAMIN J. DAVIS, 
ARNOLD JOHNSON, JAMES JACKSON, ROBERT' THOMPSON, MICHAEL 
DAVIDOW, DANIEL RUBIN and HERBERT APTHEKER. Speakers 
were selected to use as many as possible. 

WEINSTONE said invitations, were obtained in 
three ways: 

1. Student groups requested speakers. 

2. Colleges made request. 

3. The. Party's lecture bureau arranged them. 
Party literature did not have wide sale. 

A number of speakers were heckied by "the 
Birchers." who sought to start brawls and. used other 
means to break up meetings . 

Topics generally used were: 

1. Communist Philosophy and Policy 

2. The Mc Carran Act 

3. The .Peace issue 
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WEINSTONE mentioned that a number of the 
questions asked of speakers dealt with the foreign 
policy of the Soviet Union, economic conditions in 
the Socialist countries , the CPUSA policy on use of 
violence, deception and subterfuge and its attitude on 
free speech. On this last, free speech, WEINSTONE 
said speakers had not handled this in a uniform 
manner, and suggested arrival at a unanimous view. 
He advocated preparation of a series of leaflets or . 
pamphlets of about 2,500 words each, taking up the 
questions previously mentioned. 

WEINSTONE said he felt it necessary that in 
addition* to the National Speakers Bureau, the Party 
have local speakers T bureaus in certain areas, pointing 
out that in Chicago, Los Angeles, San Francisco and 
Seattle, it is necessary to have local speakers if 
they were to cover all the colleges. He mentioned need 
of a director of the Lecture Bureau and said, "I don*t 
know if our policy is to have names at present, but a 
certain number of names are essential to the wprk." 
He then suggested ARNOLD JOHNSON l s name in connection 
with the Lecture and Information Bureau, as he is known 
as director of public relations. He said they have to 
decide policy regarding names. 

BETTY GANNETT TORMEY observed that speaking 
at colleges is very important because it enables the 
Party to reach audiences not otherwise available. She 
suggested speakers- be furnished for classes in social 
studies, economics, philosophy, et cetera. She asked 
for discussion on questions such as Hungary, in order 
that speakers might be prepared to answer all questions. 

HELEN WINTER saw lectures at colleges as a 
means of raising Party morale and developing a public 
relationship. She thought that, instead of a lecture 
bureau in each district, there should be East, Midwest 
and West Coast committees of the National Lecture Bureau. 
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CARL WINTER urged efforts to Involve non.- 
Cdmmunlst people in struggle for the right to make 
available the Communist viewpoint. 

GUS HALL said that in his -opinion, people 
should be selected &s speakers who will add prestige 
to the individual and to the party.

Oh Sunday, October 28, 1962, the- first fall meeting of the Boston 
Jewish Peopled Porum (BJPP) .was held at the. Town and Country Hall, 
Dorchester, Massachusetts, to. celebrate the- 25th anniversary of the 
Ibrum. G^E§' Hall, whV had been advertised as the featured speaker,, 
was unable to appear and Ben Davis spoke in his place.. A characteri- 
zation of the BJ'PP appears, in the appendix to., this memorandum, 

Ben Davis was introduced as a. member of the Hew York : Communist 
Party -and as having,' at one time', served in the New York. City , 
Government . In. connection -with the "Cold War" Davis spoke of the 
Recent action by President Kennedy ih relation; .to -Cuba.. and spoke 
of it as his ^actual' aggressive act of warf'^'He said that all 
through history a blockade was considered an "act of war*" He. 
spoke of the lessons to be" learned from the Cuban crisis, saying 
first that if there had =been an agreement for total disarmament 
as proposed by the U.S'.S^a,, in the United Nations the Cuban crisis 
would not have developed and he said there must be an end to- 
nuclear bases.. He said that - we have heard so much about the missile 
bases on Cuba in the past few days but what about the- 128 or so 
United States missile bases' that , "ring" the Soviet Union, : inpt Just 
the last few days but- almost 3ince the end of the., second world war. 
He said that with the threat of the United States invasion facing 
Cuba he did not understand why she could not have defense missiles 
to protect herself. He said that another lesson to be learned 
from the Buban crisis is tha$ today, all over the- world and among 
the colored peoples of Africa and Asia, there ia a movement to 
gain their freedom and choose theirsspwn form of government and 
that this is a lesson of self-determination of all people., 
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He pointed out that in Cuba where M of the population is Negro 
they have chOseii socialism ana the Imperialists, the "big capitalists 
in the United; States*. ^ah% stand to have a socialist country so 
close to their own feoimtry where the oppressed peoples,, the working 
class and the fighters* for Negrd rights, can see a socialist • 
country in being. He predicted that we all would like to see 
socialism take place in our own country and that a people's right 
to self-determination could not he subdued; He paid the Negro, 
movement in this country for justice and equality, while they were 
moving in this . direction, would also be one of the greatest move- 
ments for peace ^ 

He spoke of demands, made before the United Nations by Adlai, 
.Stevenson that the Soviet Union remove missiles from Cuba and 
pointed out that Mr. Zorin, the Soviet representative, had 
calmly answered Stevenson which would show that the Soviets 
wanted peace, and we£e willing to negotiate in a calm fashion, 
.He predicted that this, calm display by Zorin would have an appeal 
to the morality, of all peace -loving forces around the world... - 
Davis asked, why, Cuba "should not get defense arms from, the tJ,S;S;.R.^ fe 
saying they had tried to' get them from the United States but had 
been refused and therefore people around the world seeking help, 
from the capitalist . countries and being refused will then seek 
help from the U.S.S.R, . '"! .

In connection with the Cuban blockade, Davis said that- since the 
Soviet Union had. given ground . world tens ion had been: greatly 
relieved,' He said that while President Kennedy was making a. 
proclamation on the Cuban blockade, Premier Khrushchev was quietly 
Itr^fcen iM-gfet^jO; 4^59000? H&i^l^, the singer, in Moscow, In. other.- . 
words,' he said, Khrushchev*. the/^Peace Dove",.. was admiring an 
American singer while' President Kennedy was preparing for war,. .. 
Davis then said that, it' was nonsence to think that the little 
island, of Cuba oould threaten the peace of the world and that the 
situation, in Cuba was all due to Mr, Adlai Stevenson in the United 
Nations who, was stirring up trouble even at the brink of a nuclear 
war,,, • 
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He jotrfted out how calmly the Russians had accepted our bases 
in Turkey and how. calmly, the Cuban people had accepted our base 
at, G-uantanamo. He blamed the Cuban situation also on American 
Imperialism, pointing out that this was . another failure of the 
capitalist system* He also said he admired the position taken 
by. the Soviet Union in not even trying to save face for Khrushche* 
In other words,, he said, the Soviet Union did not care'fbr j 
Khrushchev* s personal position but was more interested in 
maintaining peace in the world. , 

In speaking of the 1962 election, campaigns, Cavis said that, the. 
Communist Party should pin down, the candidates as ■ to their • 
position .on the major- issues, 6'uch'as peace and disarmament, - 
saying that the candidates .are too silent . in their VieWs Which 
results in indecision, on the part of the voters.

On the aforesaid date, ISADORE GIBBY NEEDLEMAN informed 
NY 694-S* that BERNARD SPINDEL will check the telephones of 
IRVING POTASH* ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN, and ARNOLD 
JOHNSON on the morning of 10/31/62. He stated that thereafter 
SPINDELwould decide as to when he would inspect the youth 
center (Advance), this investigation probably to be conducted 
on the afternoon of 10/31/62. 

It was intended that the telephones of PHIL BART, 
ROBERT THOMPSON and BEN DAVIS also be checked on 10/31/62, 
but according to NY 694-S*, these individuals indicated that 
they would prefer postponing such investigation until a later 
date. At the moment it is. not known when investigation of these 
telephones would be made by SPINDEL. 

NY 694-S* advised that in discussing the matter with 
GUS HALL on 10/29/62, GUS HALL instructed that the telephones 
of JOHN ABT and MARY KAUFMAN be checked. Further, that if taps 
are found on these phones, ABT and KAUFMAN should consider 
suing the government for obstruction of justice. Informant 
stated that he discussed with NEEDLEMAN on instant date the 
above matter, and informed him that SPINDEL should be prepared 
to testify in court if he finds taps on these phones. NEEDLEMAN 
replied that he would have to discuss this matter further with 
SPINDEL to determine what action would be taken concerning 
testimony ih the event the. taps should be found. Further, the 
matter would have to be discussed with ABT and KAUFMAN as to 
whether or not they would be interested in prosecution. Before 
any positive action is taken, this would have to be thought 
over thoroughly, according to NEEDLEMAN. 

NEEDLEMAN furnished NY 694-S* SPINDEL 1 s report setting 
out the results of his check with the headquarters of the 
Telephone Company on the CPUSA offices, as well as. the Telephone

Company headquarters in Yonkers, NY, on GUS HALL's phone, 
this report stated that SPINDEL has checked these sources 
and found out that there is a tap (did not specify by the FBI) 
on 5 phones at the National Office of the CP Headquarters, 
These phone numbers were listed, (NYO has determined that the 
5 numbers listed are the phone numbers of the National Office*) 
In addition, SPINDEL advised that the 4 phones listed to 
Publishers New Press were also tapped, These 4 phones were 
listed* (NYO has verified these phone numbers,) 

Prior to todays contact, NY 694-S* had been instructed 
by Supervisor MARCHESSAULT that when he got the report from 
SPINDEL, he should specifically have the Report broken down 
according to the National Office, the State Office, and Publishers 
New Press. Further, he should attempt to find out where the 
actual taps were located. As a result of the above instructions, 
When NEEDLEMAN gave the report to NY 694*S*, NY 694-S* 
commented to NEEDLEMAN that no reference was made to any taps 
at New York State Headquarters* NEEDLEMAN stated that SPINDEL 
had stated that these phones were not tapped. NY 694-S* asked 
NEEDLEMAN specifically whetfe the taps were located. NEEDLE- 
MAN replied that according to SPINDEL these taps are located at 
the central office of the Telephone Company and are being monitor- 
ed from that point. 

With reference to GUS HALL's telephone number (Yonkers 
9-5859) < SPINDEL reported that according to the records of the 
central office, there is no tap on this phone, it having been 
removed over a year ago apparently when the government started 
its prosecution against HALL* 

SPINDEL did determine that there is a record 
of toll slips asked for concerning this number. (NYO has 
made no such request in over a year, This could involve 
Internal Revenue.)

SPINDEL also reported that with reference to the 
check of the telephone instruments "the spare (microphone) 
leads were not connected at inspection time. However, the 
instruments normally are supplied with 2 or 3 conductor 
leads,"

GUS HALL would expect a much more detailed report on this 
matter and requested that NEEDLEMAN obtain same from SPINDEL. 
^NEEDLEMAN agreed to obtain such:, 

NY 694-S*, in speaking to -NEEDLEMAN, inquired why the 
latter does not consider suing the government for having installed 
the microphone tap on his telephone.. NEEDLEMAN replied that his, 
'case is different from JOHN ABT and MARY KAUFMAN. 

According to NEEDLEMAN, the truck; containing an- electric 
detector- which, SPINDEL was to have brought to the area of 
the HALL home on last Thursday,was utilized at that time. 
He indicated that the truck apparatus did not detect any 
microphone installation by reason of "othe? inter feren ce. He 
stated he could not be sure as to whether there was a microphone 
installation. (NYO conducted fixed surveillance on HALL s 
home last Thursday and no sjchv frudk appeared m She vicinity. 
It • 4s apparent from this that SPINDEL. is lying*) 

NY 694-S* commented that in talking to NEEDLEMAN 
he asked the latter, how he could trust SPINDEL, ^ow^did he 
know Shat SPINDEL was not taking us for a ridfe* ^EEDLEMAN 
seemed horrified at the question and he stated, "I trust this 
man implicitly,."

On 11/2/62, NY 694-S* advised that on instant date he was. 
in conversation with IS ADORE GIBBY NEEDLEMAN x*h6 advised 
informant of the following.* 

On 10731/62, BERNARD SPINDEL, accompanied bv BRADFORD 
BINGHAM, went to the residence of IRVING POTASH and ELIZABETH 
GURLEY FLYNN (Chelsea Hotel, New York City) to determine 
existence of a microphone and/or telephone tap* SPINDEL, 
carried a "briefcase detector" to assist him in locating such 
installations. He found no direct microphone or taps in the 
telephone or the walls but in listening on. his detector he 
found there was a transmitter (tapping device) somewhere in 
the neighborhood but interference prevented him from determining 
from where it was coming* According to SPINDEL, the tapping 
device may have been too far away but he did hear vibrations 
on his. detector o (NYO comment: NYO knows of the existence 
of no such instrument that will do what SPINDEL indicates , 
his detector will do*) 

POTASH took SPINDEL to the manager of the hotels Mr. 
GROSS ^ and told him to be cooperative . As a result, they went 
to the main switchboard and examined it thoroughly, including 
the removal of the back. They found no wires leading to rooms 
.occupied by ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN or IRVING POTASH on the 
switchboard. They did discover two wires on the switchboard 
which could be used at any time in any room they wished to 
tap and this was pointed out to POTASH. POTASH was told it is 
very simple - that anytime he wishes he can check to see if the 
wires are leading to anything and can disconnect them himself. 
(NYO comment: These two "new wires" have no connection with 
any previous FBI operation'* Extra wires on a sx^itchboard 
are commonplace.) 

SPINDEL then checked the residence of ARNOLD JOHNSON and 
nothing was founds 

SPINDEL checked the offices of the organizations, "Advance" 
and "Progressive Youths" located at 80 Clinton Street, New York 
City. Also "New Horizons for Youth"' (Youth Publications, Inc.)

at 799 Broadway. At these locations SPINDEL found nothing with 
the exception of the telephone instruments which have the same 
wire setup; namely, extra wires going into the instrument as 
were found at CP Headquarters. None were hooked up as micro- 
phones , 

NEEDLEMAN informed NY 694-S* that in all places checked, 
SPINDEL checked for microphones hidden, in corners and behind 
radiators and in telephone instruments. Further, he would ^ 
open windows in order to determine if there were any dangling 
wires in the vicinity of the window, NEEDLEMAN pointed out 
that this is standard procedure as far as SPINDEL is concerned, 

NY 694-S* advises that he has been talking with 6USHALL 
concerning expenditures being made to SPINDEL, HALL believes 
that he can outsmart SPINDEL. According to HALL, there is a 
so-called electronics expert in Chicago named DANNY QUEEN , 
(DANIEL LIEBER QUEEN, Bufile 100-423077; Chicago file 100-30108, 
New York assumes the .QUEEN referred to is identical with DANNY 
QUEEN, current member of the National Committee, CPUSA. ) HALL 
wants QUEEN to meet with SPINDEL in Cleveland. QUEEN will 
merely watch and then he will become the expert by working 
with SPINDEL in Cleveland, Chicago and Detroit. NY 69 4-S* was 
told bv HALL, that no one is to know the reason for' the meeting 
with SPINDEL and OUEEN, but QUEEN is -to become the expert to 
replace SPINDEL although SPINDEL would be available at any 
time that his services are needed. This, will not be a daily 
chore for QUEEN but he will be expected to check for installations 
prior to meetings, etc. (Exactly what meetings and where unknown 
to NY 694-S*) 

On instant date NEEDLEMAN and SPINDEL agreed on the 
following course of action subject to approval by GUS HALL. 
SPINDEL, NEEDLEMAN and BRADFORD BINGHAM, the latter to be 
the chauffeur, wi 11 proceed to Cleveland to check for installation 
there on November 8," 1962. They will check for installations in 
Chicago on 11/9/62 and Detroit on 11/10/62. NY 694-S* is to 
discuss this matter with GUS HALL on Sunday evening, 11/4/62, 
to obtain his anproval. SPINDEL will be paid $100 a day plus 
expenses while on this trip. (NYO has no knowledge of the 
extent of these checks that are to be made in the above 
mentioned cities.) 
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NY 69 4-S* determined that the reason why NEEDLEMAN has so 
much confidence in SPINDEL is that SPINDEL is the cousin of 
MORTON BER6ER , an attorney located in the same office space as 
NEEBLIMAN , but in an adjacent cubicle. BERGER, who is an 
attorney at law, has assured NEEDLEMAN that SPINDEL is highly 
reliable, that he has been tapping wires and installing ■ microphones 
in divorce cases and the like and that he would never disclose 
his operations even if thev "slit him open." (NYO indices fails 
to reflect any identifiable information on MORTON BERGER and there 
is no known information tying him up in any way with the Communist 
movement other than sharing the same office space with NEEDLEMAN .. ) 

The Chicago Office should immediately furnish to the 
Bureau, New York, Cleveland and Detroit, information concerning 
DANNY QUEEN with specific reference concerning his ability 
alone electronics or tapping. Further,. Detroit and Cleveland shoul< 
be furnished copies of his photograph, together with description. 
The New York Office by separate communication will furnish 
Detroit and Cleveland and Chicago Dhotographs of SPINDEL, 
NEEDLEMAN and BINGHAM. 

The New York Office will advise appropriate offices by 
expeditious means when more information is received concerning 
the mode of transportation, etc., of BINGHAM et al. 

All offices are referred to Buairtel dated 10/29/62, 
in which Bureau has set out certain instruction. The- New York 
Office highly recommends that Chicago, Detroit and Cleveland 
take immediate action necessary to avoid any embarrassment to 
the Bureau as there is little doubt that the trip will be 
approved by GUS HALL. These offices are cautioned that in 
connection with whatever action is taken, it must be handled in 
such a way so that NY 694-S* will not be compromised.

Appendix Page 118 attributes information to a 
source by T symbol number. T symbols are not to be used 
in the appendix section of a report. 

Appendix Pages 106 and 107 contain a character- 
ization of "La Nueva Voz," which, in the last paragraph, 
mentions Prompt Press. The report, however, fails to 
include a characterization of Prompt Press either as a 
part of the characterization of "La Nueva Voz" or as a 
separate appendix page. The Bureau has inserted a new 
page, 115A, containing a full characterization of Prompt 
Press as appearing in the "Guide to Subversive Organizations 
and Publications" revised and published as of 12/1/61 by 
the House Committee on Un-American Activities.

re: Dinner with LOUIS PEITIBONE SMITH at the Hotel Astor in 
New York . 

About 1,000 people came to the dinner for the 75th 
birthday of LOUISE PETTIBONE SMITH on October 12th, 1962 at the 
Hotel Astor, in New York. 

This dinner was arranged by the American Committee for 
the Protection of Foreign Born* It was "sponsored" by a 
"special committee" honoring LOUISE PEITIBONE. SMITH. The mailing 
lists of different "progressive organizations" such as the 
National Council for American Soviet Friendship, Veterans of 
the Abraham Lincoln Brigade, the Communist "Worker", the 
Citizens Committee for Constitutional Liberties, etc. were made . 
available for the sending of literature and invitations to 
members of the different organizations and friends to attend the 
dinner. 

The dinner audience was a mixed one: Communist, liberals, 
workers and intellectuals. There were many who use^to belong to 
such organizations as the Committee of Science and Professions, 
anti-fascists, etc. There were also some who left the C*P. because 
of "ideological differences." 

Amoung those who were present at this dinner were 
STEVE NELSON and his wife,. WM. ALBERT SON, JOE BRANDT, ARTHUR 
KNIGHT and his wife, LOU and ROSE WEINSTOCK, ELIZABETH FLYNN, 
Rev. MURFORD, Dr. HARRY COHEN, MQE FISHMAN, NICHOLAS R00DS0N, 
ESTHER CANTOR and MAX GORDON - the last two are former, members of 
the Communist party.. 

Most of the speeches were devoted not to L., P. SMITH but, 
to attack the McCarran law. 
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Mrs, ROYAL FRANCE, introduced the chairman of the 
meeting, Bishop EDGAR A . LOVE. JOSEPH FORER, a Washington 
laywer who defended the Communist party paid tribute to the 
late ROYAL FRANCE and he said that while the Communist party is. 
fighting against the McCarran act "in itjs own self «r interest 
is. fighting for the constitutional rights of everybody else." 
So, he said, it is necessary to defend everybody who is under 
attack "including the Communists." JOSEPH FORER stated that the 
Veterans of the Abraham Lincoln Brigade, who fought FRANCO, are 
under attack "but no pro-FRANCO organization is attacked by 
the Department of Justice." 

The National Council for American- Soviet Friendship 
is attacked, FORER said, "but no organization that preaches 
discrimination or incites to war against the Soviet Union is 
attacked under the McCarran Act." 

LEO LINDER, chairman of the N.Y, Chapter of the. 
National Lawyers Guild, attacked the Smith and McCarran Acts 
as "weapons against any dissent." He said that the late ROYAL 
FRANCE decided to defend the Communists "because they were 
bearing the brunt of the attack." 

Dr. PAUL LEHMAN 1 s speech was devoted to LOUIS P. 
SMITH. He said that "the price of liberty tonight is dearer 
to the friends of liberty and higher to the enemies of liberty 
because of her whom it is my privilege, in your name, to honor, 
LOUISE PEITIBONE SMITH..." 

At one point during the speeches the lights in the 
hall were dimmed out and a man (I couldn't hear his name) called 
out the names of the organizations "fighting for civil liberties" 
and their representatives who were attending the dinner... He 
mentioned MOE FISHMAN - Abraham Lincoln Brigade; Rev. MURFORD - 
National Council for Araer. - Soviet Friendship; MIRIAM FRIEDLANDER 
("MIMI") - Citizens Comm. for Constitutional. Liberties; CLARK 
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NY 100-3620 

FORESAW - Emergency Civil Liberties Committee, ted. The nam£ 
of OTTO NATHAN was also mentioned. He took a bow. 

FRANK WILKINSON made the collection speech. He spoke' 
of "the indivisibility of those struggling for a better world." 
He spoke of "the indivisibility of the Bill of Rights. 55 He 
said that "without freedom there can be no peaceful world." 
(FRANK WILKINSON, 1 was told a few weeks before this dinner 
by. BEN DORFMAN, is a member of the Communist Party U.S.A.) 

The collection money came in heavy. He announced 
donations of $1,000 and two of $500 each prior to the dinner. There 
were quite a few donations of $400, $300 and many donations of 
$175, $150, $240 and a large number of $100's. CORLIS_LAMGNT 
donated $100; The Bronx Women's Forum - $75 "in honor "of the 
75th birthday of LOUISE P. SMITH i" Individual tables of 10 or 
so people made collections amoung themselves amounting to more 
than $100. 

Talking with a few different people on the amount of 
money collected . at the dinner the general opinion was that the 
collection brought in between $15,000 and $20,000. 

FRANK. WILKINSON announced, during the collection, that 
the money collected at this dinner will be "allocated" to the 
different, organizations engaged "in the struggle for constitutional 
liberties." 

The people in the hall were "very much impressed with 
the dinner as a whole". Ttey claimed that "we didn't have any_ 
thing like this for many, many years" and that "we have here 
tonight people we haven't seen for this kind of an affair for a 
long time." 

NORMAN THOMAS paid tribute to the memory of ROYAL 
FRANCE and to LOUISE P. SMITH. He expressed his friendship 
with ELIZABETH FLYNN "although we disagree on many flings." 
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NY 100*3620 

THOMAS spoke of the McCarran Act which requires the 
Communist party and individual members to register, "They are 
subject to heavy penalties including jail for not registering 
and to other penalties if they register." 

NORMAN THOMAS asked for "mercy" in the case of JUNIUS 
SCALES. He underlined that JUNIUS SCALES left the C.P. "following 
KHRUSCHEV's essposure of the crimes of Stalin" and that he was sent 
to prison and is still in prison "because he refused to become 
an informer for the F.B.I." 

NORMAN THOMAS stated that the McCarran Act "goes a 
long way toward militating totalitarian governments, communist 
and fascist," He said that "just picture what would happen to 
civil liberties here if the Communists would take over." He 
said that he is "anti-Communist because of his opposition to 
totalitarianism . 8? 

The chairman read a petition to the President and 
to the Congress of the United States asking for the suspension 
of the "enforement proceedings by our Chief Executive and the 
repeal of this law (National Security Act) by our representatives 
of government." 

This petition was passed without; even one abstention 

vote. 

LOUISE PEITIBONE SMITH said that this dinner is not a 
tribute to her personally. It is, she said, a "commemoration of 
all those who for 30 years have fought to defend the constitutional 
rights of all Americans whether foreign or native born," 

She mentioned the first secretary of the American 
Committee for the. Protection of the Foreign Born, DWIGHT MORGAN. 
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She spoke of ABNER GREEN "for what I personally owe him words 
are inadequate," She spoke of CAROL KING and a few names of 
different attorneys who were and are defending different organiza- 
tions. LOUISE P. SMITH underlined in her speech that people 
with different views can cooperate." She stated that if "we 
refuse to associate with one another freely, the government may 
well force many of us to associate inside a federal prison." 

The audience by unanimous vote aOK'd the proposal to 
appoint 3 "trustees" - Bishop LOVE, LOUISE P. SMITH* LEO LINDER 
- to divide the money collected at this dinner amoung the different 
organizations which are "engaged in the struggle for civil 
liberties*"

On November 19, 1962, John Gates was telephonically 
contacted at his office in the Research Department of the 
International Ladies' Garment Workers of America Union at 1710 
Broadway, New York, New York, by Special Agent CSA) Robert J, 
Quinn . 

SA Quinn advised Gates that he was contacting Gates 
in response to the letter Gates and Joseph Clark had sent to 
President Kennedy in which they, as n former leaders of the Commun 
Communist Party n and as "friends of a free and independent 
Cuba" j had offered their' services to the President of the 
United States. SA Quinn advised Gates that he had been requested 
by the Attorney General of the United States to contact Gates and 
ask him in what way he felt he could be of service to the 
President,

Gates began his answer by stating that he felt that 
he could speak for both himself and Clark and that he hoped that 
their letter had not been misconstrued. He explained that 
response by stating that, as former3.y, he did not wish to 
meet with the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) to "name 
names" or otherwise discuss, specifically, his past activities 
or associations within the Communist. Party (CP), Gates advised 
that he felt that at the time of a crisis , like the Cuban crisis 
just past (October 21-23, 1962), he could and would be of 
service either in uniform in the armed forces or, as an experi- 
enced writer in a propagandizing effort. 

At 5:35 p.nUa John Gates left his place of employ- 
ment and met SA Quinn and SA James P. Halleron near 1710 Broad- 
way, New York City. 

The Special Agents explained to Gates that their 
sole purpose in meeting with him was to convey to him the ' 
receptive mood in which his letter had been received by the 
President and his staff, to thank him for offering his services^ 
and to ask him, personally, as representatives of, and 
as requested by, the Attorney General of the United States, in 
just what way it was that he sought to be of service to his 
country and his President. * 

Gates stated that during the Presidents speech on 
October 23, 1962, regarding the Cuban crisis* in which the 
President hinted at the prospect of a possible national 
emergency or world war, he (Gates) decided that it was encumbent 
upon him in his special position as a former Communist leader, 
to speak up and define his political position .as regards any 
national emergency. He felt that "special" attention would 
be given Communist leaders in the event of a national emergency 
and, further, he felt that special attention would be given to 
former leaders as well.

Gates advised th.at he was fully in accord with the 
President's strong attitude toward Castro and the Soviet Union's 
relationship to Cuba. He state'd that after the President's 
speech, and after deciding that he. should write to the President 
and state -his position and offer his services , he contacted 
several of the former Communists who "thought like I did" and 
who "are in a position like mine", to see if they too felt 
as he did and felt that they should write to the President and 
make known their feelings and offer their services. He did 
contact those individuals and was astonished to find, he said, 
that many of them were opposed to President, Kennedy's strong 
position. He added that he later found that many "liberals" 
and "leftists" were also opposed to President Kennedy's strong 
position. However, he found "Joe" Clark's position to be 
similar to his own, 

He then got together with Clark and they wrote their 
letter to the President. He said that it was immediately after 
President Kennedy's speech, but before Premier Khrushchev's 
back-down and in" the critical Cuban crisis.. He and Clark 
sent a copy of their letter to the President to "Arthur 
Schlesinger" (Arthur M. Schlesinger, Special Assistant to 
the President, and Harvard University Historian). Gates said 
that he met Mr. Schlesinger after he left the CP, while at • 
Harvard University, for a speaking engagement. On that occasion 
he had spoken to a Harvard Law School group concerning his having 
left the CP.

In his answer to the Attorney General* s query 



as to how he could be of service and particularly with 
reference to how he could serve as a propagandist, Gates 
stated that he would make speeches and travel both at home and 
abroad for the United States Government . He added 
parenthetically here, that he was currently under indictment 
by the Federal Government and would need permission to 
travel outside of the States of New York and/or Massachusetts - 
he had been studying at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology

The following statements, though not necessarily, 
in chronological order, were all made by Gates- during instant 
interview-: 

Gates stated that he was of the opinion that Smith 
Act prosecutions and similar prosecutions 9 did more to keep 
Communists in the Partv than they did to remove "potential 
defectees" from the Party and he cited the Junius Scales case 
as an example* It is noted that Junius Scales is currently 
incarcerated as the result of conviction under a Smith Act 
prosecution. Gates stated that -in his opinion all current members 
of the CP are "potential defectees" from the CP. He agreed 
that it was true that he was well equipped (and apparently 
willing) to spell out for youthful devotees to the CP the error 
•of their ways; that he was peculiarly well equipped to prove 
to youths, that by adhering to the CP line and acting m 
its behalf they were prejudicing their own futures. 

Gates took care, to note at an appropriate moment 
in the interview that the "free and independent Cuba" he had _ 
spoken of in his letter to the President was a Cuba aligned with 
and under the direction of the united States and the free 
democratic world. 

He stated that it was one thing to have Cuba as a 
political base for the Soviet Union and quite another thing to 
have Cuba as a Soviet military missile base. 

Gates stated that although he would not discuss his 
past specifically, or his associations^ of the past, he would 
immediately advise the FBI, and had always been ready to advise 
the FBI , of any' espionage information that might come his way. 

He stated that he knew Cuba and South America well, 
had been to Cuba, and spoke Spanish, He fought in World War II 
and in the "Spanish war". He stated that he knew several Cuban

leaders personally and cited as examples*. Bias Roca, whom he 
described* as the leader of the f * Cuban CP'"- - the Popular

Gates .stated that he did not know Or* Fidel Castpo, 
that Castro was "a child" when Gates was in Cuba, - he was in 
Cuba once* 

He stated that there, were many anti-Franco (General- 
issmo Francisco Traneo of Spain) groups in Cuba and South 
America j, and, that he understood "the anti-Franco position" 
and could "use" it for (United States) propaganda purposes. 

It was noted that Gates always, sometimes consciously 
and sometimes obviously, used the term "former" Communist and 
never the term ex- Communist- or anti- Communist in describing 
himself.* . 

Also., that he was eareful to note that he was not 
completely "out of it" (Communism) or away frcfti it, and did not 
feel that he would ever be, or could ever be, fully and totally 
clear of the remains of 2 7 years of Communist indoctrination* 
Gates- did not explain this statement or position, but it was 
fairly clear that he meant that some vestiges of his Communist 
past xtfould always remain within him*

Communists who, though against the Communist Party,, United 
States of America, are never- the-less still Marxists or 
Leninists or pro-Soviet Communists in the general, basic sense* 
Gates placed himself far to the "right" of this group*

On Koveaiber 19, 13 62, Joseph Clark was telephonically 
contacted at His office in The Eleanor Roosevelt Cancer Founda- 
tion, 521 West 57th Street, New York, New York* by Special 
Agent Robert J. Quihn. Special Agent CSA) Quinn advised Clark 
that he was contacting him in response to the letter Clark and 
John Gates had sent to President Kennedy m which they, as 
"former leaders of the Communist Party (CP)", and as "friends 
of a free and independent Cuba", had offered their services 
to the President of the United States. SA Quinn advised that 
he had been requested by the Attorney General of tne United 
States to contact Clark personally and determine from him in 
what way he felt he could be of service to the President ana 
his country.

The following day, November 20 , 1962.,. the interview 
with Joseph Clark was continued by SA Quinn and SA James P, 
Halleron at a location on West 57th Street, New York City, 
near Clark's place of employment. 

The Special Agents carefully explained to Clark that 
their sole purpose in meeting with him was to convey to him the 
receptive mood in which his letter had been received by the 
President and his staff, to thank him for his offer of service, 
and, as representatives of, and as requested by the Attorney 
General of " the United States, ask him personally in just what 
specific way, or in what area of endeavor, he sought to .be of 
service to his country and his President, . . 

Clark began his answer / by stating that the previous 
day, November '19, 1962, he had conferred with John Gates, who

Clark stated that his reasons for sending the letter 
were substantially the same as those of Gates and that his 
offer of services was along similar lines,

of a national emergency, Gates contacted him and made known to 
him his feeling that in a time of crisis, like that then in

In the "day or two" between Gates' call of October 23, 
1962, and the day they signed and mailed their letter, Clark 
said that he. and Gates had informally contacted "friends , 
former Communists similarly situated politically to him and 
Gates, and found only a few of them in as strong a position 
behind the President as was he and Gates. 

Continuing his explanation of the initiation^of the 
letter, and beginning a description of what service he felt 
he could offer, Clark stated that at the critical time when 
they wrote their letter, he felt that despite their "superannuated" 
ages, they might still be of some "modest" use in the armed 
forces, or, more in keeping with their ages, background, and 
experience as Communist Party journalists, they could be useful 
as writers or journalists in a military or propaganda effort. 

Their letter to the President, Clark stated, was 
acknowledged from the White House by Arthur Schlesinger 
Arthur M. Schlesinger, Jr.., Special Assistant to the President 
and Harvard History Professor. Clark stated that Mr. Sehlesmgers 
letter said "something to the effect" that "their services 
'could be utilized by the Government' in these critical times* 
Gates, Clark explained, in initiating the idea of the letter 
had decided to send a copy to Mr. Schlesinger,, whom Gates 
knew. Clark added that he was not acquainted with and had 
never met Mr. Schlesinger. 

Clark continued that now that the immediate military 
crisis has past, his services in the military was probably of not 
much merit."

He stated that he would be available as a 
writer or speaker and could travel or do whatever else he was 
asked to do within those personal qualifications-* 

When he had finished his general answer to the 
Attorney General's query as to how he sought to serve hxs 
country, Clark voluntarily made a few carefully guarded state- 
ments concerning his background, experience and political 
"posture" , 

He was not interrupted in his remarks and was given- 
full opportunity to. express himself. 

His statements, which follow, are not necessarily 
in chronological order: 

Clark stated that he was a college educated journalist., 
broadly experienced in his field, and well trained in an on-the- 
job basis as a long time working writer- journalist for the CP 
publication, the "Daily Worker". He advised that he held several 
editorial positions on the "Daily Worker'! and, as Foreign Editor 
for that publication, attended many political conferences at 
home .and abroad.

ON REPORT MEETINGS 
AND FOLLCW-UP CAMPAIGN 

TO FURTHER CONSOLIDATE AND BUILD 
THE PARTY 

I. INTRODUCTiON 

1) The follow-up of the September meetings must be viewed ap a campaign 
over a period of several months . The aim of the campaign io to clarify the 
present situation in which the Party icworking ana to mobilize it ideologi- 
cally, politically, and organizationally, to consolidate the Party organi- 
zation and to enable it better to fulfill its immediate tasks in the strug- 
gle for peace, for equal righto for the Negro people, and for labor* d demands, 
particularly the 35rhour week. 

2) As Gus Hall's reports point out, the problems and weaknesses of the 
Party must be given within the framework of achievements and progress* But 
the weaknesses, particularly the tendency, to give way to difficulties, as a 
result of the McCarran Act and' a long* period of persecution must be criti- 
cized. Particularly the tendency to underestimate: the leading role- of 
the Party and to liquidate it in practice. This tendency, arising from 
objective as well as subjective factors,, has plagued the Party 
throughout its hiotory, taking different forms at different times/ Hence 
this danger today must not be underestimated and must be energetically corn- 
batted . 

3) Also the need for flexibility in form must be stressed, and dealt 
with concretely, but this flexibility must not be a cover for liquidation 
of the organizational structure and syotem of the Party as hao often been 
done in the past years and to a degree in the recent period. 

k) A central feature of report meetings and discussions must be the 
widespread distribution -of literature of all kinds and above all of the 
press. On the press, general discussion of its importance is essential, 
but the major task io to work out specific plans of ways and means to in- 
crease subs and sales and raise funds. - 



II. MATERIAL FOR REPORTS AND DISCUSSIONS 

1) In view of the fact that the Gus Hall report was not taken down be- 
cause of technical difficulties, we are sending you Extended Notes of Hall's 
Report which gives the essence. 

2) In addition, material will appear in The Worker and in Political 
Affairs in the form- of articles on various aspects of the report. 

3) Resolution on trade union work and other material will appear as 
soon as possible. 

III. REPORT MEETINGS. 

1) Leadership meetingo should be held to work ou-c the application of 
this report. 

2) In regard to club meetings > we* propose: 

A. That leadership assign reporters and check on the discussion (opin- 
ions expressed, criticisms made, proposals suggested, etc.K 

B. That all clubs be covered. 

C. That effort be made to get non-attending or infrequently attending 
members to meetings; 

D. In the case of industrial or professional groups, special efforts 
be made for good attendance and if there has been a tendency to liquidate, 
to discuss this frankly and overcome it. 

Where necessary leading comrades will be sent into districts to help in 
the carrying on of this campaign.

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YEAR -ROUND EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM FOR YOUTH 
Issued by Educational Committee, Youth Division and Educational Department 

October 10, 1962 

We present below for the discussion -of all clubs a year-round educa- 
tional program for "the clubs and members in Marxist -Leninist theory and 
in current politics. 

Most commentators have noted the "issue orientation" of today ! s 
youth movement. We have commented that a, major weakness of the move- 
ment is its failure to develop long-run perspectives that can only come 
from ideological clarity,. We have also analyzed the movement's weakness 
in respect to working-class outlook. 

If Communists are to help overcome these and other weaknesses and 
problems among youth, they must be armed to do so, They need to fight 
tendencies- to reflect weaknesses of the mass movement in their own ranks. 
They must have a deep concern for Marxist -Leninist theory and ideology 
and develop among youth the 'greatest regard / the working class, the 
Party, and its world outlook. for 

Without consistent study and education in Marxist theory and prac- 
tice, there is a danger that instead of Communist youth making special 
ideological contributions to the youth movement, they will themselves 
be strongly influenced by pragmatism, narrow practicalism, or various 
contending ideological currents among youth. 

The aim of education should be to develop rounded -out Marxist- . 
Leninists over a period of time. Marxism-Leninism is acquired by study 
in relation to the struggles of the people and participation in these 
struggles. 

As is well known, Marxism-Leninism is the ideological foundation of 
the .movement and without it, it is impossible to have a correct outlook 
on life and the struggles of the working people and to understand cur- 
rent problems well. This means all youth need to study the fundamentals 
of Marxism-Leninism — its philosophy , political economy, socialism 
^strategy , tactics , labor movement, Party history , Negro history, etcW . 
All the major subjects should be studied in depth within a reasonable 
ti^eUter entering the Party. This constitutes a long-term, systemtic 
approach to education. 

It should be interwoven with the following immediate political and 
ideological problems: 

Immediate Ideological Questions 

The point of concentration of the immediate education program at any 
given moment should be established by asking: What do the comrades most need 
to know to permit them to overcome the problems and weaknesses they are 
facing in their daily political work? A concrete examination should be 
made to answer this question and develop education based on it. The 
answer will undoubtedly vary from- area to area and time to time, let youtn 
work nationally has a certain level and certain .general problems, despite 
the great variations. It is for that reason we suggest the following 
topics for emphasis (modified, of course, by local experience), 

A. An understanding of the class struggle , its inevitability and 
forms, and the role of the working class in social advance. An understand- 
ing of the difference between a petty -bourgeois radical and a working- 
class outlook. Marxist political economy is the base for understanding 
the class struggle. The trade union movement is also a major topic here. 

B. The absolute necessity for a Marxist-Leninist Party rather than 
a pragmatic approach to its existence. How it exercises its vanguard 
role under present conditions. Party procedures, an understanding of 
both aspects of democratic centralism as they currently operate, the 
handling of differences, etc. The relationship of the Party to the mass 
movement and left movement generally. 
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C. The general political line of the Party. Socialism as^ the basic 
aim. Eow does the* Party see achieving socialism in the U. S. ana what 
is the relationship of day to day immediate work to this fundamental ob- 
jective.. Major strategic and tactical conceps like anti-monopoly coali- 
tion and fight for democracy, defeat of the ultra -Eight,, the trend to 
fascism, ending the cold war, etc. How the youth relate tp the general 
line of the Party. 

D. The youth question. The nature of the. question as a special 
question. The difference between a liberal and Marxist approach to the 
youth. Major strategic and tactical concepts in youth work. Youth and 
the anti -monopoly coalition, youth- unity, labor-youth alliance, Negro- 
white unity,, youth and the ultra -Eight, youth and the Kennedy administra- 
tion, youth and the cold- war. 

E. What kinds of left youth organizations are needed? The need for 
and possibility of a Marxist-oriented youth organization. Its relation- 
ship to the Party and its youth division, to the mass movement and to 
other left youth groups. Additional left forms and their role. 

F. The Negro question. The central position of the Negro question 
in the U. S, The main direction for Negro freedom.. Self-interest of 
white youth, nature and forms of white chauvinism and Negro nationalism, 
and how to combat them. The role of white youth and of Negro youth in 
the struggle. 

G. Perspectives in one's life, the relationship of major personal 
and political goals. 

H. Selected key ideological questions bothering many advanced 
youth. For example: electoral policy for the left; peaceful co-existence, 
its possibility and. desirability and relationship to colonial liberation. 

Basic Marxist Education — Year-Eound Program 

It must be stressed that the discussion and study of these and other 
immediate theoretical and political problems will immensely help the 
practical work. They do not replace the necessity for systematic studg 
of the basic Marxist ' works whicfr help to give a deeper understanding of 
all current problems and enable one better to meet and solve new prob- 
lems . It is possible and necessary to combine practical work and- study 
of the immediate problems and tasks of an ideological and political na- 
ture with a systematic study of basic works, in a living, creative way. 

Every Party member should participate regularly in some form of edu- 
cation in addition to club educationals and self -study.". This may be in 
classes, In a Marxist school, in study circles, or leadership seminars. 
We recommend that: 

A. For the year 1962-1963, from October 15, 1962 -to Oct. 15, 1963, 
classes and study circles' or self -study shall be> organised in political 
economy. A curriculum of books and readings shall be worked out. 

B. These study circles shall-be held once a week or once in two 
weeks. 

C. Study circles can and should include non -Party members. 

D. In places where schools exist, courses in political economy 
shall be organized and members may attend these classes instead of study 
circles. 

In the interests of promoting wider study the slogan "one night a 
week for study by every member" shall be popularized and put into 
effect, " ~ ^ 

Specific Educational Tasks 

We propose the following specific educational program for the 
coming year: 



1. Club educationals 
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A. The base of Communist youth education is regular club education- 
als. Experience shows that the best clubs,, the most active in mass move- 
ments and' who do the best work in recruiting, sale of literature, etc., 
make time for an educational at every single meeting. Usually this is 
done on the basis of an hour as the first point on every agenda. 

B. In the best clubs, the educationals are of two kinds, of about 
equal frequency. Tte first is on the biggest issues of the day. The 
second is on the key ideological and political problems confronting the- 
club- as described above. 

C. The Marxist press should be used as much as possible as a basis 
for such educationals. Club leaders should select topics from the press 
for discussion. General leadership will also give a lead on what are 
the biggest issues of tha day and on what are the key problems in work 
that education can help. 

2. Seminars and Conferences 

A. Begular seminars for youth leadership and periodic week-end 
conferences should be arranged to deal with the current issues and the 
key problems in, work., 

3. Literature Sales 

A. Every club should have "a person who is responsible for litera- 
ture (perhaps together with other tasks like education) . 

B. This person should arrive -early at meetings and as each person 
arrives suggest literature purchases to them appropriate for their needs. 
The same should be done after the end of the meeting with each .individu- 
al From time to time, literature should be put on the agenda for 
evaluation .of its use, further plans or special announcements. 

C. Every club should, build up a club library of books which may 
be loaned to members. The Literature Director should be in charge of the 
library and keep track of the borrowing of .books .

S. Special plans and efforts should' be devoted to the distribution 
of youth periodicals and literature. 

k. New members' classes shall be scheduled on an area-wide or city- 
wide1c~ale in connection, with new members recruiting, and a curriculum 
for new members shall be worked out along the lines of the immediate 
ideological and. political questions. 

5. Workshop. A workshop on know-how should be set up ^ rlod ^^^l^ arv 
scho ols and di stricts to give training in writing, speaking, parlamentary 
procedure, preparing leaflets, etc. 

6. Year - round classes , schools , and study circles, in political economy 
as given above, 

7. Self -Study, 

To help self -study, arrangements should be made where schools exist 
for a monthly consultation evening. It would be helpful if these were ad- 
vertised in the catalogue and* a; panel of teachers be on hand on this eve- 
ning to advise and aid students. Where schools do not exist, such monthly 
consultation evenings could be organized by the district youth education- 
al apparatus.

fa the .plrit of, "Mother, you should see the shape of the other boy. - -- ^be- 
fore we talk about our. own problems, a word about the problems of U.S. capitalism. 

The explosive and extraordinary developments in Mississippi in dramatic i fashion 
pinpoint the volcanic nature of life's process in our land. It exemplifies the orisis 
in democracy, government and political alliances . 

It.is dramatic evidence of the centrality of the struggle for equal rights and for 
an end to all practices of discrimination. 

It is a crisis bordering on civil war. 

- An open attack on all democratic institutions, not Just in the South. 

- We stand in complete and total opposition to the criminal co naplraey • of ! ■- 
the Dixlecrats and military reactionaries. We take our stand for protection denoc 
racy and civil rights . We call upon the Kennedy Administration to act and rally all 
democratic forces against this reactionary onslaught. 

- In fighting for the end of all discriminatory practices, we are fighting for 
America . 

The Kennedy Administration's appeasement and hesitation in face , of the fascist, 
racist onslaught can only encourage these forces. On the other hand this crisis can 
be turned into a rout of the racists and ultra-Right. 

Must mobilize all democratic, labor and peace forces in this crisis. 

TWE COLD WAR CONTINUES 

The nation continues to flounder because it continues- cold war policies. 

Because of this-? contradictions continue to sharpen: 

- Trade deficit and run on gold reserves continues. 

Could easily be reversed by withdrawing military .expenditures from abroad. 
But this would destroy one of the central cold war piUars. 

- Administration has given two tax gifts to .monopolies during last 3 months 
under guise of stimulating economy. But monopoly uses ^^.^^^ 
further overseas investments or further automation, thereby only adding to the very 
same economic problems the tax gifts supposedly are to correct. 

- Administration is going the limit on deficit spending - creating 'record- 
breaking peace-type deficits, but this only builds up contradictions in ^™W a f ■ 
endangers the value of dollar, the very thing attempts are being made to save on a 
world basis. 

Contradictions are sharpening between: t " • 

- trying to respond to the pressure and demands of the Negro people while 
trying to hold on to the support of the Dixiecrats. 

„ tryin g t o hold on to support of Labor while supporting Monopoly at every 
turn, including against shorter hours, crippling of organization and strikes. 

- trying to keep good will of fanners while continuing policy of eliminating 
2 million farm families from the land. 

THE COMMON MARKET 

Some of central contradictions embodied in area of relat ions to C lommon Market. 
The grand design of Common Market hatched in the offices of world-wide combines ; . 
The grand design calls for the build-up of an economic, military and political fortress 





in the heart of Europe with close relations with the USA. From this fortress to: 
a) assign the rest of the world as suppliers of raw materials; 



b) to force open the doors of the rest of the world for imports from the fortress; 

c) Small and under-developed countries in relation to Common Market in same 
position as small business is to large monopolies; 

. d) Plans of U.S. imperialism traditional to be the "arbiter" and to take from 
both victor and vanquished. 

e) To- establish Common Market as economic base to NATO to struggle against 
the socialist world.' . 

But while watching and manipulating the contradictions of others, U.S. imper- . 
ialism has itself become entangled. 4 

The West German-French Alliance has become a challenge to the U.S. , an 
economic challenge and plague menacing the rest of the world with the threat- of 
using the French know-how of. atomic weapons. 

The- West German-French Alliance has turned from partners to rivals. 

Example of changed relationships — West Germany now exports more finished 
industrial items than the USA. 

West Germany dominates Common Market. -Of 10 top monopoly industrial 
empires within the Common Market, 8 are West German I 

Further on U.S. contradictory policy: 

Cold-war politics necessitates support to Common Market, but at the same 
time -an economic threat to the USA. This contradiction will grow. There can be no 
gains for the people of the U.S. from the Common Market. Only further aggravates 
our problems: growth of -monopoly, the negative effects of automation, increase in 
taxes, attacks on wage standards, etc. 

State Department alarmed by international events because puppets and dicta- 
torial elements find it increasingly difficult to rule: 

— Worried about elections in Argentina,. the developments in Yemen, elections 
in Brazil, elections in France. (Humor"): The rumpus over the building of fishing 
ports in Cuba. is a "red herring" in reality. 

ACHIEVEMENTS AND PROGRESS 

r 

General remarks: 

This kind of review of necessity must be self-critical. Therefore, real need 
for proper framework. Self-critical review in the positive framework of achievements 
and progress . 

We are not discussing a crisis — 

a) In fact, our Party is again ;most influential organization on the left bank 
of politics; 

b) A growing influence and respect for our policies everywhere; 

c) I say this with sadness: that in most other groups, including the Socialist - 
Party, there are serious internal struggles. Our Party is united, with resourceful, 
able and dedicated cadre and membership: 

— In facf, we have broken through to the millions. 

— In fact, Marxism, mainly as we interpet it, has become accepted as a 
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legitimate social and political outlook to be studied. 
— In fact, we are now growing. 

In the period since the 17th Convention our .efforts, deliberations and necess- 
ity have been directed toward: 

a) Analyzing of fast-moving events; 

b) Molding and hammering of broad lines of policy to meet these develop- 
ments; 

c) Ending the disruptions from within (factionalism); 

d) In defense and struggle for legality of the Party. 

All this with only a minimum of effort and time devoted to the work .of the 
Party, especially on how the policies were being carried out. 

THIS MEETING OPENS THE STRUGGLE TO RAISE THE LEVEL OF APPLICATION 
OF THE CARRYING OUT OF THE POLICIES. 

— A rounded-out struggle for the Party ideologically, politically, organiza- 
tionally and theoretically. 

~ A struggle to improve our tactics, relations with other forces, our organ- 
izational status and generally methods of leadership. 

BRIEF REVIEW OF OVERALL POLICY 
A word about our analysis and overall policy. 

— Can have sense of pride. We have been correct and have projected policy 
on time. 

a) 17th Convention strongly emphasized the emergence of a new epoch. 

b) In line with world Marxist thought before the 81-Party meeting, we pro- 
jected the changed relative position of U.S. capitalism and the work of the law of 
uneven development in this regard. 

c) The 17th Convention brilliantly projected the new understanding of policy 
with regard to the struggle of Negro-Americans. 

d) The timely projection of the concept of unity and struggle against the 
ultra-Right. 

e) Correct policies and tactics in the struggle for legality and against the 
McCarranAct. 

f) Further development of the anti-monopoly strategic concept, its relation 
to the cold war as related to the nation and peace. 

g) Early sensing of upsurge of youth and placing proper emphasis on it. 

h) In electoral policies, the Party has opposed the views of abstention, 
particularly strong in left ranks. Instead its position has been one of working for 
the defeat of all ultra-Right, pro-war, anti-labor, chauvinist and racist candidates. 
With regard -'to the Kennedy Administration, its position has been one of criticism 
and opposition to its brink-of-war policies re Cuba, Berlin, its vacillations on the 
issue of Negro rights and concessions to the Dixiecrats while calling for and sup- 
porting action against them. In the main its line is onec of independent mass actions 
and organization to pressure the Administration for a change of course, while giv- 
ing support to peace candidates and labor, Negro-, Puerto Rican candidates -- all 
aimed at a political realignment and the formation of a new political party led by 
labor. 
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These policies - generally accepted by Party - need further development and 
understanding. . 

Must continue to test and retest and further develop the policies. 

CUBA AND STRUGGLE FOR PEACE 

In the spirit of giving life's test to these policies, I will speak about some 
questions: 

1. The Cuba Crisis — Contains all elements of our analysis: 
a) bellicose, belligerent nature of imperialism, 

b) aggressiveness of U . S . imperialism - center of world reaction. 

c) Dangers to world peace inherent in continued direction of cold-war policies. 
In fact, world moved close to the brink. 

THE OTHER SIDE OF THE CRISIS; 
a) While aggression continues, so far has stopped short of brink. 

Clearly, more sober and second thoughts about the world^alance of forces 
took olace The war-now, ultra-right forces lost momentum and tended to become 
Sa?ed These developments confirm our basic analysis of ferees and relationships 
in and around the Kennedy Administration. 

Need for further and deeper lessons: 

1. No contradiction between the struggle for peaceful coexistence and firm 
stand for peace and against aggression. In fact, these are complementary parts of 
one whole. 

2. War not inevitable but danger remains., banger can become very serious. 
Sometimes it can be prevented only by maximum effort. 

3. While basic nature of imperialism remains, it is forced to operate in a 
new set of world forces . 

4. AND MOST IMPORTANT: Lesson that victory and progress for peace are 
not achieved without struggle: 

a) Life presents the objective possibilities and instruments. If properly used, 
results in victories. If not used, results in stagnation or setbacks. 

WHY NOT MORE ACTION FOR PEACE? 

One reason: Complacency from a bookish and wrong assessment of world 
forces, not realizing that our reaction to events is in itself a very important factor 
thaf has been pre-weighted on the scales on the side of peace. 

Struggle, mass reaction already calculated in the tipped scales of thetelance 
of forces. If not used, can temporarily tip the scales on the reverse side. There 
can be no automatic, spontaneous development of peace. 

Another reason for weakness: A tendency to overestimate power of U.S. imper- 
ialism accompanied by: 

An underestimation of the readiness of American people to struggle for peace, 
including around crisis of Cuba. 

Key to a solution of Cuban question is realization that an.attack or continued 
harassment of Cuba can lead to atomic world war. 



• 35-HOUR WEEK 

Resolution of AFL-CIO Executive Board of greatest importance. 

Can be qualitative turning point, resulting from and reflecting processes that 
have been going on. 

Reflected serious problems from automation, from rising unused industrial " 
capacity as well as world relationships. 

This action on a new level. Had to reject policies of Kennedy Administration 
and monopolies. In many ways reversal of old policies. 

Some reasons: 

Here again; objective material for building and mounting a struggle. What 
will we do with it? 

Need for an effective educational campaign, mobilization of unions, of com- 
munity, of specific sections of the population. 

Need to draw into election activities. 

~ Need to use this action to re-emphasize our overall partisan and family 
concern, respect and defense of our class. 

— Must show the relationship of this decision .to the struggle of the Negro 
workers, unemployed, youth who have never had jobs. 

~ Relationship to organizing of the South and its relationship to struggle 
against the cold war and the armaments race. 



Other life test to our policies is struggle, especially in Georgia and Missis, - 



. sijipi. 

It has added new quality to struggle. Movement takes on more and more the 
■ posture of a winning offensive quality while segregationists a dissident rear-guard 
quality of terror and arson. Offensive through the medium-of defense of the' Consti- 
tution. 

New quality in sense of drawing additional sections of Americans into struggle 
as seen in action of Student Federation Convention, especially break in southern, 
white students. 

In growth of church participation, etc. 

Lessons proof of profound correctness of direction of 17th Convention Resolu- 
tion. 

Proof of the key nature of the struggle and. its relationship to every other area. 

First signs of victory in defeat of rabid segregationists in Georgia after 38 
years in Congress, 

Need for full use of this objective situation. 

Defeat of the Northern wing of the Dixiecrats: Dirksen, Nixon. 

(Notes on cruciality of a number of state elections and contests left out 
because of lateness of dictation.^ 

ON UNDERESTIMATION OF ROLE OF PARTY 
AND DANGER OF LIQUIDATION. 

Further we move forward, more Party needs deeper grasp of its own history. The 
greatest drawback is an unwritten, individually interpreted and distorted history. 




Some records of our present weaknesses are in the history and in the past, 
such as pressures towards liquidation and underestimation of role of Party. This 
is central theme in mv remarks. Pressure for liquidation comes both from Left and 
Right. 

, No open proposals for liquidation but tendencies appear in everyday work.* 

Need to take note of tendencies before they develop into serious problems. 

Obviously we did not follow this advice in the ^Os because a report to the 
National Committee in September 1950 stated: "There are some ideas creeping into 
our work that the Party will not have a definite system of organization but only 
groups and individuals loosely put together. These are dangerous liquidationist 
ideas. " The report said: "There are also dangerous and serious tendencies to do 
away with youth work and youth organization. M Because of a lack of struggle, 
tendencies fast became actions for liquidation. 

Must sharpen up on estimation and nature of both the revisionist onslaught 
as well as the Left-dogmatic attack. Both quickly became completely irresponsible, 
openly anti-Party and quickly moved from tendencies to open factional attempts to 
destroy the Party. 

Cannot struggle for Party if there is not proper estimation of these dangers. 

Weaknesses and echoes of these developments still in Party. Mostly silent 
but some vocal opposition to Party policies, including by elements in leading bodies. 

Need for firmer, deeper political and ideological mobilization and discussions. 

After June, 1961, because of open attack on Party, many liquidationist tend- 
encies appeared . The Party leadership conducted a correct and victorious struggle. 

Position of Party correct on organizational flexibility. In many districts and 
nationally, this correct principle became in fact acts of liquidation. 

Need for flexibility still exists. Must be applied while struggling against ' 
liquidationist tendencies. 

Must fight to retain -public offices and spokesmen, while flexible on many 
other questions. Flexibility must never become substitute for essence, the polit- 
ical and ideological essence of the Party. 

SPECIFIC PHASES OF THE STRUGGLE FOR THE PARTY 

Must start with work of Center. Much we can be very satisfied with, but we 
are not most effective fighters for the Party. 

Central weakness of Center is a lack of working with all sections of the Party 
in implementing and carrying out generally correct policy. 

We made correct decisions .on pplicy of unity of the Left, on unemployment, 
etc. , but did not implement or fight for carrying out such policies. 

Need for greater clarity of division of responsibility, check-up, etc. 

Need for strong Administrative-Organization Department. 

THE MAJOR PART OF TIME OF EACH INDIVIDUAL, OF EACH BODY MUST BE 
SPENT WORKING WITH THE PARTY IN CARRYING OUT OUR POLICY AND LINE. 

* * * 

The tactic ■ of organizational flexibility in fact resulted in a number of cases 
'in reducing the public role of the Party and in the liquidation of the authority and 
content of leading bodies. , 




One of the first, and possibly the most serious of all liquidationist tendencies 
is the lack of struggle for the press . THE WORKER is looked upon as if it were an- 
other commercial paper or magazine. Similar approach to other literature. 

THE PATH OF UQUIDATIQNISM . " 

No Communist would accept open liquidation. The process is a slow, grain 
by grain honing of the political and ideological fiber that as a rule is followed by 
organizational liquidation. The process takes place as accommodation to each new 
difficulty. In everybody's mind each step is only temporary. In everybody 1 s mind 
there are thousands of justified "explanations." The process very often is unnot- 
iced because the process is not liquidating but rather substitution. 

— The club gives up press work. 
Literature disappears. 

— Party does not react* to developments. 

- — p or a while discusses developments but does nothing about them. Later, 
does not even discuss them. 

— Gives up basic education. 

— Dues payments becomes a. voluntary act. 

— Logical question arises: why meet so often? Then finally: why meet 
at all? 

No need seen for Party. ■ Or a party gives up all content and remains an 
empty shell going through the forms of meeting but in fact not having any relation- 
ship or contact with' life. 

. An example of liquidation: Last week I listened to a state leader report on 
trade union work — a very fine comrade in most every way. A very inspiring re- 
port, especially on growth and the growing cohesion of the Left in the trade unions. 
How the Left influences the whole trade union movement. He was very much im- 
pressed with the imagination and initiative. It was a report on work that all dis- 
tricts should be doing. However, I was disturbed, because in the report and in 
the discussion it became clear that there was no Communist Party organization, no 
dues. This has been replaced by seeing individuals. What is worse, saw no need 
for Communist Party. In fact, saw no role for it. Stated maybe .this work will lay 
basis for Party in the future. What can we say to this honest and very sincere 
comrade? 

1. A slow process of accommodation to difficulties has resulted in the liquid- 
ation of the Party. In its place, a substitution of individual contacts* 

2. We must say: To dismember and to dissolve and to scatter our Party and 
to isolate our individual contacts is liquidating the Party. It is a substitution for 
the Party. 

* y 

We must say further: 

To water down the essence of the Party politically, ideologically and organ- 
izationally to a Left grouping is not. a step forward but backward. It is liquidation! 

Will this lay the basis for a future Communist Party? There is no such auto- 
matic process. Such work will lead to growth of Communist ideas and organization 
only if there are conscious Communists working in an organized way. ■ 

We must say further: Without an organized Communist Party, this Left will 
move in the direction of becoming diffused with the rest of the trade union move- 
ment. We must ask: Without an organized Communist organization in this situa- 
tion, who in an organized way will deepen the class-consciousness of the workers, 
deepen the understanding of Labor-Negro alliance? 
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Who will meet the challenge of class ideology? 

Who will answer the falsehoods about the Socialist world? 

Who is going to take the experiences of struggle and show the need for a 
deeper class understanding as well as the need for socialism? 

This can only be done by organized collective work of Communists . 

When the Left becomes a substitute for the Party, this Left becomes narrowed 
down. We know about the great difficulties and we must tackle them and meet them. 
The question is: What is the direction of meeting difficulties — accommodation by 
liquidating, or. sensible, flexible forms and methods? 

There are real questions of security and fear. The question is direction of 
leadership on this matter. Do we accept and accommodate in the direction of liquid- 
ation, or do we handle these problems in the framework of fighting for the Party. 

METHOD OF- JUDGING WEAKNESSES 

Political thoughts, ideological foundations not visible. Like scientists, we 
must find the properties of unseen sub-atomic particles by the tracks they make. 
Political, ideological thoughts do make tracks. Can be detected by studying the 
type and level of initiative; 2) Level of sacrifice. 3) Level of contidence; 
4) Level of militancy. 

v Check on initiative concretely around 35-hour week decision, the Railroad 
strike.' or developments in Mississippi, or initiative around suchthings.as reliei 
cuts, tax increases, unemployment problems, housing , .etc . 

Another example of initiative: Weak spot in fight for peace - Labor. But 
clear Labor is not going to follow same path in struggle for peace as middle-class 
elements. Will follow path where Labor's self-economic interests and interest of 
peace coincide. Such unity of two interests takes place in the struggle around I the 
35-hour week and certainly in the struggle for the tax cuts that have Jeen proposed. 
Must take real initiative- on raising the struggle for the proper kind of tax cuts. 
These kind of struggles will have a direct and important effect on the struggle for 
peace. In the process of struggle, workers will learn where the tax money goes, 
for armaments, etc. Such is the direction of mass struggle while increasing 
propaganda on issues of peace and war. 

BASIC REASONS FOR LACK OF INITIATIVE 

Underestimation of the readiness of Americans to struggle, this flowing from 
not fully understanding the forces in the new epoch and how these forces specific- 
ally change the readiness to struggle and the outlook of millions on specific issues. 

Secondly, from lack of - and basic weakness - understanding the role, need 
and the type of a Leninist Party. 

Some see the world balance of forces, national developments and agree with 
our estimates but do not see how they affect our immediate surroundings. How else 
could we explain the criminal neglect of the press? If we are convinced that mil- 
lions are ready to listen, we will accordingly organize Party clubs around the press. 
The struggle for the Party means struggle for the press. Circulation of the press 
must become the yardstick of Party organization's extent of influence. 

SOME OTHER IDEOLOGICAL QUESTIONS 

Serious weaknesses in understanding that we are a workingclass Party. We 
can be a vanguard Party only because our class is the class that history has s picked 
- life has placed in such a relationship that it is forced to. and it will, lead civil- 
• ieation from capitalism to socialism. One cannot take this for granted. stron 9 
bourgeois propaganda opposes it. Many youth in our ranks who have not registered 
this understanding.- Influence shows up in the following ways: 
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1. Over-emphasis on the changes in the composition of the working class and 
wrong conclusions that this has changed the historic mission of this class. 

2. Over-emphasis that the United States working class does not measure up 
to such tasks and a lack of appreciation of the overall foundation for progress and 
struggle that our class gives even in the United States. 

3. A lack of appreciation, or an over-identification, of the working class and 
members of the unions with leaders. 

4. An underestimation of the glorious history of our class, its initiating and 
decisive role in the struggle for unemployment insurance, old-age pensions * higher 
standard of living that determines the standards for everybody. 

The working class is not the base for the ultra-Right or the Dixiecrats or gen- 
erally reactionary politicans, though it is possible - if not cqmbatted - to draw some 
sections of working class into ultra-Right. Most politicians of a liberal trend have 
large workingclass voting sections. 

Not enough to say American workers do not measure up. Must see what is new, 
what is changing, what is growing. 

We must re-establish the class basis of our Party. If we cannot see the inher- 
ent positive progressive nature of our class, we will not feel a part of it. We will 
not be able to lead it. Very often one hears: "Do not idealize the working class. " 
Frankly, I don't think that is our problem. One of those numerous cliches picked up 
from past experience. Very often we pick up a phrase coined under circumstances we 
know very little about and then try to fit it into our own experience. In this category 
of cliches, one could discuss question of "illusions," the "lesser evil" theory and 
many others that become obstacles to realistic mass work. 

Tendencies to underestimate the inter-relationship of the struggle of the work- 
ing class and the Negro people's movement. 

No struggle takes place in isolation. Negro people's struggle is related to the 
total social and political developments in the U.S. and the world. The total social- 
political picture in the U.S. is closely tied to the growth and the changes in the out- 
look of the U.S. working class . 

Must never forget that one of the important factors that gives specific char- 
acter and molds and influences the Negro people's movement is the. very fact that 
over two thirds of the Negro people are members of our working class or working- 
class families. They are the most militant section of this class and thereby in it- 
self influences the whole class. 

Must see, yes, the specific sections, but also the interdependence and each 
affecting the other that makes the total picture.

PARTY PRESS SHOULD BECOME CENTER OF CLUB ORGANIZATION

progress (including role of Negro workers in Negro liberation movement and in the 
total working class) and work to shift base of the Party and its work to the working- 
class.

IMMEDIACY AND URGENCY OF ORGANIZATION OF THE PARTY 

The idea of a revolutionary vanguard class party is not new. Marx 1 , ,Engels 
saw the need for it. They outlined the. vanguard party in the Communist Manifesto 
and organized the beginnings of such a party in the Communist League and devel- 
oped it further in the First International and in the struggles of their time in various 
national parties. Lenin formulated the nature of the vanguard party more fully and 
in the new. stage of capitalism - imperialism - built, the vanguard party into a new 
type suited to the new conditions. He raised the significance of the party as the 
leading force because new conditions required it. Lenin's contribution grew from 
the accumulated experience of the class in struggle. In the struggle for the Party 
we need to struggle to understand this contribution almost in the spirit of Lenin 
when he said: "ORGANIZE IMMEDIATELY AND AT ALL COSTS! "

Gus Hall, leading Communist apokesman*today warned the nation on the 
peril of the aggressive moves in Washington against the Republic of Cuba, At 
the same time. Hall offerred a two-?point "answer to the so-called Cuba question. ' 

In a press statement. Hall declared: 

"The headlines of the nation's press make clear that grave new acts of 
aggression. against Cuba are being prepared in Washington* The nation takes 
alarm at these moves because common, sense tells us that a nuclear world war 
could be the result if such acts are carried through. 

"Now is the time to halt this, dangerous brinkmanship • Let the people demand 
of the government that the naval vessels now ringing Cuba's -territory be with- 
drawn and that the aircraft and potential invasion troops which are assembled at 
advanced staging ^rea^ be recalled. ;Now is the time to come.forward with a 
peaceful solution to, the issue of U.S. -Cuban, relations. 

"That this new threat to Cuba is opposed by the American people has already 
been shown in the findings of recent public opinion polls . " 

Taking note of the facts revealed in the NEWSWEEK magazine public opinion 
poll that 90 percent of the American people are opposed to. any invasion of Cuba, 
and a comparable finding by the Gallup Poll, Gus Hall — leading; spokesman of 
the Communist Party of the U ;S .A. , also* declared: 

"The people of the United States are full of anxiety over the present course 
pi our government in respect to Cuba. There is deep concern that behind their 
backs and against their will the country could be taken into a war situation.' The 
result of the recent, public opinion polls show that the American people long for 
a way out of this cri#ls which the Government's untenable policies have, fabric- 
ated.

"I submit that there is a ready answer to the so-oalled Cuba question. It 
is as simple as this— 

"1. Let the Big Powers, in the first place the United States and the Soviet 
Union, pledge to respect and guarantee the sovereign independence of Cuba 
and 

"2. Let these powers agree to normalize trade with Cuba on the basis of 
equality and mutual interest. 

"Let them proclaim these commitments and deposit their pledges with the 
Secretariat of the United Nations. 

•With the taking of these two simple steps which conform to the norms of 
justice and common sense, a situation would then be created and an atmosphere 
achieved which would allow for the resolution of all disputed questions through 
cordially entered into negotiations. 

"What American, can disagree with these two points to end the tension 
between our country and Cuba ? Which is the great world power who dares not 
subscribe to these two simple measures? "

"The chairman commented that this was the 25th anniversary 
of the Forum and wxpressed his gratitude for the support 
given the Forum tEroughtout the last 25 years. He spoke of 
the financial situation, saying they had a small deficit and 
that it would be necessary for everyone to make a g»od 
contribution for the success of the Forum, A. Collection

• "The chairman then said he regretted that GUS HALL, 
who had been scheduled to speak, was ill in New York and 
could not be present. He said, that in his place a very able 
spokesman for the CP had. come and he. then introduced 
BEN DAVIS as the principle speaker. He introduced DAVIS 
as a spokesman for the CP and his topic would be 'The 1962 
Election and the Cold War* » 

"BEN DAVIS then spoke saying HALL was ill with the 
flu and that he would speak in HALL '-S place. 

"BEN DAVIS then took up the matter of the Cuban 
situation pointing out the seriousness of it. He said 
it was not known one week ago whether we would be here Or 
just a mass of ashes. He said, he had been told that 
morning, that some progress had been made in working 
out a solution to the Cuban problem by Russia and the 
United States. He doubted that anything had really been 
accomplised, but hoped that the news was correct. He 
said he did know that Soviet Union had given ground on 
the blockade question and that this had greatly relieved 
tension over the world. 
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"He reported that while President KENNEDY was making 
his proclamation on the Cuban blockade, Premier KHRUSHCHEV 
was quietly listening to JEROME HINES, the singer, in Mosccfw., 
In other words he said KHRUSHCHEV 'the peace dove 1 was 
admiring an American while KENNEDY was preparing for 
war. DAVIS then tried to set forth the CP position in all 
this. He said it Was nonsence to think that the little 
island of Cuba could threaten the peace of the world. The 
situation in Cuba is ali due to Mr. ADLAI STEVENSON in the 
United Nations to stir up trouble even at the brink of a 
Nuclear war and that for once, the Americans know what it 
is like to have an offensive military base near our 
shores. He said how calmly the Russians had accepted 
our Bases in Turkey and how calmly the Cuban people had 
taken our base at Guantanarao, But, he said if this one 
missile base in Cuba causes this much trouble, then its 
possible to take down not only this base, but. all bases 
all over the world and then get. on with co-existence 
and an end to the cold war. 

"DAVIS then spoke of the opposition to war of the 
peace loving, nations feeling that, the U.S. Would not 
be able to start a war as easily now as they may have 
in the past. He voiced the question as to the significance 
of the whole Cuban affair, blaming the situation on 
American imperialism and pointing this out as another 
failure of capitalism. He regretted that Mr. KENNEDY had 
taken military action against the soverign state of 
Cuba, but admired the position taken by the Soviet Union, 
by not even trying to save face for KHRUSHCHEV. In 
other words the Soviet Union did not care for KHRUSHCHEV'S 
personal position, but was more interested in maintaining 
peace in. the worldi This will prove to the world, 
.according to DAVIS, that the Soviets are really serious 
about preserving peace at any cost. 

"DAVIS then spoke about the 1962 election campaign, 
saying the CP should, pin down the candidates, as to their 
position on the major issues such as Peace and Disarmament 
resulting in indecision on the part of the voters*' The 
CP feels this can not continue and that the candidates 
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should be forced to express their views more forcefully. 
He pointed to Massachusetts as being, an exception in this 
regard because Professor STUART HUGHES , the Independent 
Candidate for U.S. Senator has faced up to the issues oh 
disarmament, growing unemployment,, nucliar test ban, 
medicaire, civil rights and strongly opposes the KENNEDY 
Administration in the Cuban crisis, DAVIS felt that the 
program of HUGHES was a desirable one fr6m the standpoint 
of the Communist Party. -

DENNIS said the guest speaker, ELIZABETH 
FLYNN, is national chairman of the .HALL-DAVIS Defense 
Committee', and as such was making a national tour to raise 
some of the staggering legal fees needed for these men aad 
f or the defense of others in New York City and Calif orraa 
being victims of the Smith and McCarran Acts, 

FLYNN opened her speech by reminding the 
people present that|j%he above-mentioned defendants lost 
their case and theyand other leaders of the CP. would toe 
fined $5,000.00 a day and the CP $10,000.00 a day for each- 
day they refused to register as an agent or agents of a 
foreign power. She added that the leaders of the CP did 
not intend to register as such, for under the Smith Act • 
a Communist is a criminal and under the McCarran Act per- 
sons would have to admit being criminals. 

FLYNN said that Attorney ABT of New York 
City would go to California for about one month on the 
defense of McCarran Act victims in that area, and his fees 
and expenses must be paid by the HALL-DAVIS Defense Com- 
mittee of which she is chairman. 
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Regarding Cuba, FLYNN said that the 
missiles based in Cuba are defensive weapons supplied 
by tbe Soviet Union to help Cuba establish itself militarily 
and economically , and' that the Soviet Union will not give 
Cuba nuclear warheads to attack the U.S., but is able and 
will defend Cuba from teases on Soviet soil. FLYNN said 
President KENNEDY has brought the U.S. closer than any 
'other President to the brink of war since Korea. 

On speaking of the FBI , FLYNN spoke from 
a prepared script and clippings from the National Guardian 
and "The Nation newspapers. Some of her remarks were there 
is an ex-FBI Agent who has reported, since his quitting, 
instances of misconduct by Agents,, but the FBI, will not 
respond to these changes in any way. She said FBI Agents 
have been known to speak ©£ Negroes and Jews in a deroga- 
tory manner* They open private mail, tap telephones with 
electric devices, and said she knows her telephone in 
New- York City is tapped. FLYNN said, she would like- to 
see a campaign organised to have the U.S. Congress- in- 
vestigate the FBI and end the 38 year rule of that Bureau 
by J. EDGAR HOOVER. 

FLYNN said the CP nor its leaders will 
ever register as foreign agents as required by the McCarran 
Act. 

HELEN WINTER gave the collection speech, 
reiterating -the need of the HALL-BAY-KS. defense Committee 
for funds. WINTER collected $176. 6$ at ibis time.

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(Continued from previous page) 
an editorial in the Chinese paper 
"Renrain Rjbao" on Nov, 15, the 
second anniversary of the 81- 
Party Statement. 

Or the contrary, wc believe 
that averting war and preserving 
peace, and peaceful competition 
between the two systems, pro- 
vide the best possible conditions 
for the st rural* for socialism. 
Victory for peace would be a 
massive victory for socialism and 
a massive defeat for imperialism, 
which breeds war as clouds breed 
rain. 



Averting war is 
no 'backdown 1 

Neither do we agree that com- 
ing to agreements with imperial- 
ists in the interests of averting 
world thermonuclear war means 
to "back down, knuckle under 
or even beg for peace at the ex- 
pense of the revolutionary peo- 
ple 4 ', as the same editorial says, 
We deny that socialist diplomacy 
contradicts peoples* mass strug- 
gles, and therefore wc reject the 
argument put forward in the 
editorial that "whether world 
peace is secured by relying chief* 
|y on mass struggle of the people 
or by relying on the 'kind-heart- 
edness' of certain representatives 
of the imperialist bloc is an 
important question of principle . 

Wc deny that principles wore 
sacrificed, or are sacrificed, or 
that agreements are ever impo*ed 
on the imperialists without m=iss 
struggle Si or that averting ther- 
monuclear war (as in the ajsc 
of Cuba) involves any sacrifice 
of Marxist-Leninist principles. 

The two — struggle and diplo- 
macy — go together. For ex* 
ample, how could the Cuban 
people have achieved their pre- 
sent "breathing space" to build 
a socialist economy without a 
combination of their own heroic 
struggle and the direct assistance 
given to them by the socialist 
states — and especially by the 
Soviet Union? 

Such dogmatic reasoning 
which places things in water- 
tight and separate compartments 
instead of seeing them as inter- 
connected and Interrelated, is 
also present in the way the 
Chinese Communist Party separ- 
ates the colonial struggle and the 
struggle Tor world peace. Instead 
bf seeing how one complements 
and reinforces the other, the 
Chinese Communists charge the 
socialist countries with submit- 
ting to imperialist "nuclear 
blackmail" and giving up their 
"internationalist duly" of as* 
sisting the national -liberation 
movements. 

They fail to see that no great- 
er protect ton could be given to 
the national-liberation movement 
than the prevention of thermo- 
nuclear war and victory for the 
cause ol disarmament. 

It is In the very struggle 
for peace, and in the very 
defeats administered to the 
war plans of the imperialist ag- 
gressors that the peoples of the 
colonies and former colonics 
find the best conditions for the 
solution of their own problems, 
in their own independent way 
and- without outside interference. 
Moreover, as recent events show, 
the socialist states have given 
ample proof of their support to 
the national liberation move- 
ment. 

Clearly, what is back of the 
thinking of the Chinese Commu- 
nists is the conviction that the 
primary duty of all Communists 
is hot a flexible, all-sided and 
complex struggle for peace and 
peaceful coexistence, but a pol- 



icy of "blow for blow" regardless 
of the consequences, even if one 
of those consequences Should be 
thermonuclear war. We rarely if 
ever see any reference to the 
- of thermonuclear war in 



the speeches or writings of 
the Chinese comrades, but there 
arc frequent references to "nu- 
clear blackmail," 

This is not the policy of the 
Communist Party of Canada as 
decided by its conventions. It is 
our opinion that in the present 
world situation the severest blow 
ihat could be given to imperial- 
ism, and U.S. imperialism in par- 
ticular, is to prevent world war, 
to arouse the people of all coun- 
tries on this single supreme is- 
sue, to compel general and com- 
plete disarmament, the abolition 
of nuclear weapons, the stopping 
of nuclear tests, (he develop- 
ment of world trade and peace- 
ful coexistence. Tins is a mlli 
lanr. noi<a passive "revisionist," 
"opportunist" poiicy,-as the Chi- 
nese Communists declare. 

Neither do we think that one 
can separate the world so easily 
,$nto the "national-liberation," 
"capitalist" and "socialist" sec- 
tors as far as the struggle for 
peace is concerned, as the Chi- 
nese Communists tend to do. 
While the peoples of each of 
these areas of the world have 
their own specific problems — 
in the socialist countries the 
building of socialism and com- 
munism. m the newly indepen- 
dent countries the creation of a 
new democratic society, and in 
the capitalist countries the ftght 
against state-monopoly capitalist 
rule — all of them are united in 
the struggle and find therein the 
host conditions for the solution 
of their own special problems. 

We also believe the Chinese 
Communists err in underesti- 
mating the differences and con- 
tacts in the imperialist camp — 
and within imperialist countries. 
It is not MarxismLcninism, but 
sheer dogmatism, to over-simpli- 
fy the imperialist camp and to 
fail to take advantage of these 
differences in the interest of 
world peace. Not only the social- 
ist camp — but the imperialist 
as well — arc compelled to con- 
cede and compromise in given 
situations, each fur its o^vn in 
terests. 



Neutrality is in 
Canada's interest 



We note that the Chinese Com- 
munists take a negative attitude 
"to "neutrality" and "non-align- 
ment," which are anti-war and 
peace policies raised in some 
countries and adopted in others 
in order to disentangle these 
countries from involvement in 
the imperialist aggressive blocs. 

As far as Canada is concerned, 
it is the policy of our party, and 
of many Canadians who are not 
Communists, to disengage our 
country from NATO and NORAD, 
to refuse to accept nuclear weap- 
ons, to dismantle the ILS. bases 
qn our territory. We look on this 
as a policy of "neutrality* r and 
''non-alignment" for Canada and 
believe that it would be a con- 
tribution to world 



Chinese wrong 
on Cuba crisis 

From its dogmatic and rigid 
point of view on the world situ- 
ation and the'fight against im- 
perialism and for peace, the 
Chinese CommunUi Party devc* 
lops a criticism of the outcome 
of the Cuban crisis of October 
last. 

Our Canadian party made its 
position clear in a number of 
public statements — first, that 
the main issue in the fateful Oc- 



second, that by withdrawing the 
missiles sent to Cuba to give it 
the modern means of sclfdc- 
fense in the face of impending 
US. invasion, the Soviet Union 
created the conditions which 
blocked that invasion and saved 
the world from ihcrmo-nucJear 
war as well as upholding the 
independence of Cuba and com- 
pelling the hTting of the naval 
blockade. 

The Communist Party of China 
docs the world Communist move- 
ment, and the cause of peace, a 
disservice by, in effect, advocat- 
ing a ""no compromise," "leftist" 
policy in the Cuban crisis. 

In the thousands of words 
published by the Chinese 
Communist Parly about Cuba, 
not a single word is said about 
the peace-saving action of the 
Soviet Union: on the other hand, 
many words arc written to as- 
sure the Cuban and all other 
peoples that "principles have 
been bartered away" — an 
opinion which flows from the 
basic position of the Chinese 
comrades that the Soviet Union 
and other -socialist countries 
"submit lo nuclear blackmail" 
and surrender their "interna- 
tionalist duly" to peoples fight- 
ing for national liberation. 

Under the guise of condemn- 
ing the "Tito group" (and the 
Chinese Communis Know full 
well that (he majority of Com 
munist parlies, whih- welcoming 
the improvement in state rela- 
tions between Yugoslavia and 
the USSR and other .socialist 
states, sharply crilici/c the re- 
visionist ptogram of the Yugo- 
slav League of Communists) 
the Chinese Communists call 
those who seek peace through 
negotiation and compromise, as 
In Cuba, "modern revisionists." 
Thus, "Rcnmin Ribao" writes 
(Nov. 15>: 

"The modern revisionists rep- 
luACRted'hy the Tito group, in- 
stead of waging a resolute blow* 
for blow struggle against im- 
perialism, are spreading illusions 
about imperialism, alleging that 
the nature of imperialism has 
changed and wanting people to 
believe in the 'assurances/ 'pro- 
mises,' 'reason* and 'good will* 
of such imperin lists as Ken- 
nedy." 



Such a policy is in the na- 
tional interests of our country. 
For the Communist Party of 
Canada it constitutes a democra- 
tic, patriotic program in harmo- 
ny with the aim of Canadian In 
dependence and the ending of 
U.S. domination. It is a Marxist- 
Leninist mass policy. To adopt 
ihc thinking of the Chinese Com 
munists to the Canadian situa 
tion would.be lo go contrary to 
the interests of our country and 
of the worjeing class. 



Why imperialists 
must compromise 

This is it falsification of the 
posliion of (he world Communist 
movement, including our parly. 
In none of Ihc documents of the 
world Communist movement 
has there been any suggestion 
that the "nature" of imperialism 
has changed, or of a naive be- 
lief in the "good will" of the 
Kennedy government. It is a 
matter of realising that the U.S. 
imperialists arc not now able to 
Impose ihcir will but arc 
forced to compromise. This is 
' it possible to pre- 
■ and to 



compel the U.S. to call off its 
Impending and well-organized 
invasion ol Cuba. 

Cuba has been given a breath- 
ing space. Far from folding one's 
arms and resting secure in the 
confidence that Cuba will never 
be invaded, it is the duty of 
Communists everywhere to be 
vigilant and to be on guard 
againsl imperialist perfidy. The 
Cuban compromise opens an- 
other slage in the struggle to 
keep US. imperialism cut of 
Cuba. 

Wc believe that the Commu- 
nist Party of .'China docs not 
grasp Ihe real nature of U.S. 
imperialist policy; that they do 
not believe that the U.S. govern 
meat actually intended to in- 
vade Cuba, or that the world 
really did stand on the brink of 
thermonuclear war on Sunday, 
Oct 28, when ihc action of the 
Soviet Union saved the peace. 

That the Communist Party ol 
China, which during the Chinese 
revolution showed itself such a 
master of tactics, including com- 
promises and retreats when ne- 
cessary in order to make ad- 
vances later, should now advo- 
cate a dogmatic and inflexible 
policy in the long and complex 
struggle for peace — infinitely 
more prolonged and complex 
than the Chinese revolution — is 
a source of great disappointment 
to us, We hope that the Chinese 
prtrty, respecting the opinions of 
other parlies, wilt reconsider its 
opinions.

The Nehru government ha* 
been guilty of great provoca- 
tions again s i China and react i.n- 
ary capitalist dements in : id 
around ihe government of Inlia 
welcomed Ihe opportunity to 
take India inlo the western im- 
perialist camp. 

While uo fully respect ihe ir- 
guments of the Chinese p:i*ty 
lhal they cannot accepl the im- 
perial isl McMahon Line, ;<nd 
uphold their rijihl to protect ihe 
sovereignty of China, we can nco 
no reason why the Chinese Com- 
munist* permitted the matleF lo 
come to its present cril <-aI 
stage except that Ihcir attitude 
to (he "non-alignment" policy of 
Ihe Nehru government is nn- 
hympatbefic anil their estima- 
tion of India is liltle differ nl 
from ihcir estimation lit an t m- 
perialist country. 

Wl>al we are concerned volb 
is the harm that the border var 
has caused to Ihc fighl for peace, 
the confusion it has brought in 
its wake, and the effects it lias 
had among the Indian masses. 
These are not "private" matters 
for India and China; ihcy afftct 
the cause of world peace and 
make it more diflk tilt to present 
a united front against imperial- 
ism — not to spcat: of the grist 
the border conflict hits brought 
to the mill* of the US, und'Brit- 
ish imperialists. 

Wc suggest the Chinese Com- 
munists could have had a longer 
perspective for the settlement of 
their border dispute with India, 
and could have viewed this mat- 
ter in the light of the general 
task for all Communists — the 
prevention of thermonuclear war 
and the maximum unity of Ihe 
peoples of the socialist, capital- 
ist and "neutral" and , "non- 
aligned" countries in the cause 
of world peace. 

Wc have publicly advocated the 
peaceful settlement of the bar* 
der dispute as being in the in- 
terests of world peace, and we 
have welcomed the Chinese 



"ceasefire" and negotiations pro- 
posal of Nov. 22, and urged the 
Nehru government to accept it. 



Split would be 
disastrous 

Our partv is dedicated lo the 
unttv of policy and action of the 
world Communist movement in 
the cause of peace, democracy 
and socialism. Wc hope that the 
Chinese Communist Party wiH 
re-establish its unity of view 
point with the world Communist 
movement. A split in the world 
Communist movement would be 
disastrous for the working peo- 
ple and the cause of peace. The 
re-establishment of the unity of 
the world Communist movement 
would accelerate the victory of 
peace and the establishment of 
the conditions of peaceful co- 
existence. 

It is true that the anti-Com- 
munists will make -capital out 
of the difficulties our world 
movement is now encountering. 
But ir is not the first time, nei- 
ther will it be Ihe last, thai they 
do this. In the end. it is they 
who arc confounded by the Com* 
munists and by the march of 
history. 

As the 1957 Moscow Declaration, 
of the Communis! and Workers' 
parties said: "Like any progres- 
sive movement in human his- 
tory, the Communist movemenl 
is bound to encounter ditticuE- 
lies and its road will not be a 
straight one. However, as in the 
past, no difficulties or obstacles 
can cbange now, nor will they 
be able to change in the future, 
the objective laws governing 
historical progress, or shake ihc 
determination of the working 
class to transform the old

Strengthen the unity of the world Communist movement 
against thermonuclear war and for peaceful coexistence 



Dear Comrades: 

In 1957 and again in I WO the 
world conference of the Com- 
munist and Workers' parties ag- 
reed, unanimously on the neces- 
sity for common action in the 
struggle to achieve world peace 
and the peaceful coexistence of 
countries with different social 
and economic systems. It was 
agreed I hat. war is no longer 
inevitable and that the forces of 
socialism, national liberation 
and peace, are becoming the de- 
cisive factor in the world, mak- 
ing it possible to save, the world 
from thermonuclear war and 
impose peace on the war- 
mongers. 

If war can be averted, im- 
perialism, the cause of war, will 
be weakened, and the prospect 
will open up of hew socialist 
victories being won in the con- 
ditions of peaceful coexistence. 

At the same lime, it was 
agreed that as long as imperial- 
ism exists, the soil of wars of 
aggression will also. continue to 
cxisl; but that, white the war- 
like nature of imperialism has 
not changed, its power to exert 
its will .arbitrarily h limited by 
the power of the world system 
of socialist states, the newly- 
free colonial peoples, the strug- 
gles of the international work- 
ing class and the peace move- 
ments in the capitalist countries. 



Peace struggle 
supreme task 

The struggle for peace and 
peaceful coexistence, the strug- 
gle to avert thermonuclear war, 
was declared by the world Com- 
munist' conferences to be the 
supreme task of Communist and. 
Workers' parties everywhere. 

Peace, as the I960 statement 
declared; is the best ally of so- 
cialism- The prevention of. war 
and the establishment of peace- 
ful coexistence would make pos- 
sible peaceful economic competi- 
tion between socialism and capit- 
alism, in which the economic 
superiority of socialism will be 
seen by ail mankind and the 
balance of world forces perman- 
ently shifted in favor 01 social- 
ism. This, would facilitate the 
peaceful transition to socialism 
on a world scale. 

The struggle for peace and for 
peaceful coesixlence is in the 
best interests of the socialist 
states, the newly - independent 
countries and the colonial people 
still fighting for their freedom. 
It assists the struggle for na- 
tional independence and demo- 
cracy in the' capitalist countries 
dominated by American imperial- 
ism, like our own. It also makes 
realistic the development of 
movements around, demo- 
cratic programs and move- 
ments in the capitalist countries, 
- uniting all sections of the popula- 
tion whose interests are opposed 
to monopoly — the source of war 
and aggression. 



If peace could not be won; if 
it were false lo assert that war 
could be averted, then obviously 
the policies of the Communist 
movement would be different. 

Our party took an active part 
in the two world Communist 
• conferences. We signed the 1957 
Declaration and the I960 State- 
ment. The program of our party 
that we adopted as early as 
1943, and developed further at 
our national committee 
meeting in 1952 and in our 
1 954 and 1959 convention, is 
in complete harmony with 
thvsc famous documents. The 
policies of our parly arc based 
on the possibility of averting 
world war and defeating the 
aims of U.S. imperialism, which 
dominates our country- 

Wc see in Ihe victory of peace 
ami Ihe delcat of the imperialist 
drive to war the most favorable 
conditions to enable the working 
class of Canada to win through 
to socialism in conditions of 
pojee and democracy instead of 
w,»r and fascism. At the same 
il-ne we said in our program 
that conditions could arise in 
which, because of the violent 
resistance of the capitalists lo 
majority opinion, this path could 
nut be taken. But we said that 
what is new in the situation is 
precisely the possibility of Ihe 
peaceful path of development 
through the parliamentary and 
other democratic institutions 
which arc the fruits of Ihe slrug 
gh'S of the common people. 

The policies worked out by 
the world Communist movement 
fully accorded with our own 
Ideas and experience};. That is 
why our party gladly Mgned the 
historic documents of (he world 
movement. 



Chinese party's 




At the November. I960 con 
ferencc of the parlies, Ihe Chin- 
ese Communist Party advanced 
a different point of- view. This 
Mas reported to our party mem 
hcrship al the- time as well as 
at our national' convention in 
January. 1962. 

The Chinese Communists, fresh 
from great victories for peace, 
democracy and socialism in their 
own country, waging a heroic 
battle- to transform China, 
highly respected by the world 
movement and with great inter- 
national prestige, advanced a 
point of vieiv which in - effect 
denied the realities of the strug- 
gle for world peace in the condi- 
tions now prevailing. Placing 
ptacc and peaceful coexistence 
high in their consldera lions, they 
nevertheless did not ascribe, to 
thermonuclear war the disas- 
trous consequences which the 
majority of the parlies did. 

Briefly, their position was as- 
follows: Imperialism has not 
changed its bestial nature and 



the possibility of preventing 
world war placed under ques- 
tion. 



whose leaders took an even 
stronger position against the 
majority of Communist parties. 
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the method of consultation be- 
tween parties whenever ihe situa- 
tion warranted it. 

Each Communist party must 
Work out its own policies and 
apply the principles of Marxism- 
Leninism in the light of Condi- 
tions within its own country, 
and there can be no universal 
blueprint. There are manv dif- 
ferent roads to the same socialist 
goal. Each Communist : party i> 
responsible lo the people of ii«j 
own country. 

At the same time each party 
must preserve the principles ol 
the international unity of the 
world Communist movement, 
above all in the fight for peace 
and peaceful coexistence. This 
is especially necessary on the 
part of powerful states like the 
Sovicl Union and the People's 
Republic of China. Their leader- 
ship of the struggle for world 
peace, is decisive. In this period 
of the danger of thermonuclear 
war, which can destrov civiliza- 
tion, the socialist state's, and in 
the first place the Soviet Union, 
have special responsibilities to 
their own people and the people 
of the world, to pursue a stead- 
fast, principled and flexible 
policy of averting nuclear war. 

Opinions as to how this can 
bCNt be done, while strengthen 
ing the forces of democracy and 
socialism, >* not the "private 
affjir" of any one parlv but 
the responsibility of the "world 
C<<mmunki movement. All par- 
ties must see eve to'exe oii this 
cntcial matter if peace iv tt> 
hi preserved. 



Nature of war 
has changed 

As our pbity pointed «ui 
through its representative at Ihe 
3) Party Conference, the Chinese 
Communists* attitude to nuclear 
w apons actually minimizes the 
fn:t Eh:U ihe nature of war wa> 
qi nlitntivetv vbansctl b\ ihe 
thermonuclear bomb anil long 
range rockets, so much .so that 
<3>cre would he little if any time, 
should nuclear war break out. 
to develop a mass movement 
tivainst war <ns was possible. he- 
fure thermonuclear bombs). 

As the 1960 Declaration puts it. 
the thing is to p: event war 
before the bombs start falling. 
Ikre we must, say thai the Chi. 
jksq Communists do not place In 
the forefront Ihe struggle f«r 
complete and general disarm- 
ament — the only way -to pre- 
vent the bombs falling. 

Wc also fully support the De- 
claration's words— that it is pos- 
sible to prevent war before the 
entire world has turned lo so- 
cialism. 

Wc cannot accept the assertion 
of the Communist Party of China 
that a socialist foreign policy 
which includes mutual, rational 
and sane compromise and 
concessions, which is pursued 
by the USSR and the other 
s o c i a 3 i s't si atcs, cripples 
Ihe forces of democracy and 
socialism or that it constitutes a 
policy of submission "to im- 
perialist pressure" or fear of 
U.S. imperialism, as is said in

Different tactics 
in peace fight 

From this very different estim- 
ation of the situation in the 
world since ihe end of World 
War 2 from thai held by most 
Communist parlies, the Chinese 
Communist Parly drew a whole 
series of tactical conclusions, 
such as that the anti-colonial 
\tr uggle was now paramount and 
greater in importance 'than the 
general struggle. 

We saw in tile Chinese position 
a I endency to dismiss the working 
class in the capitalist countries 
as a vital force for puace. 
and to see the peace forces tn 
the world as being composed 
only, or mainly, of the socialist 
states and the antkolonia! move- 
ments. To look at (he world in 
(his way robs the working-class 
movement in the capitalist coun- 
tries of a genuine mass policy 
and actually would strengthen 
imperialism. We also have critic* 
ized, on occasion, the policy of 
the Chinese Communists in- the 
world peace movement, because 
they demanded of that move- 
ment that it be based primarily 
on the anti-coionlai movements, 
which would narrow it 'by re- 
moving the struggle for world 
i as the central, all-unifying 



In our opinion the issue of 
world peace and j»uppori for 
anlicolonial movements objec 
lively merge inlo one grcaf move- 
ment of humanity for peace and 



It can readily bu seen lhat 
the Chinese position is far dif- 
ferent from the one taken by the 
overwhelming majority of Com- 
munist and Workers* parties. Al 
the 1960 Conference, a prolonged 
discussion took place around 
these basic questions, and in the 
end the Chinese Communist 
Party signed the Statement] as 
did the Albanian Party of Labor, 



It rs now obvious that the 
Chinese Communist Party did 
not sec eye to eye with the other 
parlies when they signed the 
1960 Statement. Since lhat time, 
mainly through the form of re- 
ferences to the revisionist pro- 
gram of the Yugoslav League of 
Communists, but recently by 
direct reference lo other Com- 
munist- parties, the Chinese 
Communist Party has maintained 
its positions and rejected the 
viewpoint of the majority- of the 
Communist parlies. 

In its journals (in English

Party of Ihe Soviet Union to 
"overthrow the Khrushchov re> 
vision is t leadership". The Chinese 
Communists warmly endorse the 
leadership of the Albanian Party 
of Labor, which they describe 
as a "true Marxist - Leninist 
party", and condemn criticism 
of the Albanian campaign against 
Ihe world Communist movement 
as "interference in the internal 
affairs" of another party. Thus, 
in effect, the Chinese Commu- 
nists condone the dangerous 
splitting policy of ihe Albanian 
parly leaders. 

This tragic disagreement be- 
tween the Chinese Communist 
Parly and the majority of Com- 
munist parties has now become 
a public matter. The capitalist 
governments and press are na- 
turally making the most of it in 
the hope of sharpening divisions 
and undermining the unity of 
the world Communist movement. 
Our party members muM be 
equipped to combat thc.sv at- 
tacks.

The Conference of Party youth focussed on additional ideological questions 
that are prevalent among left youth fc'nd influence Party circles shown most dclearly 
in a recent Editorial in Studies on the Left attacking the line of the Party in 
making a differentiation between, the Kennedy Administration and the fascists ♦ This 
article which was discussed underestimated- the danger of ffcsoism and thus concluded 
that the sharpest edge against monopoly should be against Kennedy because the 
fascists presented no threat. It also underestimated the present status of 
the working class and its future prospects. The Conference dealt with su number 
of sectarian praotices in youth work and with the problems of organizat ionally 
arid ideologically consolidating the large jfercentage increase among the 
Party youth membership.. In dealing with sectarian practices the aim was totry 
to overcome a certain gap that has developed in the mass movement between 
those who have been moving leftward and the mass of youth and students who have 
not yet come into substantial social struggle for their needs. On all these 
questions the discussions were highly fruitful in advancing the understanding 
and work of the young comrades. Comrade Gus Hall led the ideological 
discussions.
